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MR. CROW: Mr. Kartuzinski, would you raise 
your right hand. 

(Whereupon, Doug Crow swore in the witness.) 

THE DEPONENT: So you want me to repeat that 
exact statement? 

MR. CROW: No. You just need to say yes or 
no. Did you understand what I said? 

THE DEPONENT: Yes, I did. 

MR. CROW: I'm placing you under under oath. 
Do you understand that? You're swearing to tell the truth. 

THE DEPONENT: I will tell the truth. 

MR. CROW: Okay. Was I speaking too fast or 
was that — you thought you had to repeat the whole — 

THE DEPONENT: No. I wasn't sure whether I 
should repeat what you said or just say yes. 

MR. TITUS: So — 

MR. CROW: I take it you — you're acting 
like you want to say something on the record — 

MR. TITUS: Yes. 

MR. CROW: — as a prefatory to me asking 
questions. Go ahead. 

MR. TITUS: Thank you. I just want to state 
for the record, and for your information, that we have 
reviewed with Mr. Kartuzinski his rights and privileges 
under Section 914.04 of the Florida Statutes. 
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He is asserting his Fifth Amendment privilege 
against compelled self-incrimination, and he — but he 
appears involuntarily pursuant to the subpoena. He's been 
advised that he cannot invoke the protections of the Fifth 
Amendment and decline to answer questions because service of 
the subpoena im — impugns to him the use and derivative use 
immunity under Florida law and that his testimony here today 
provides him with that immunity, and at the end of this, 
could we leave a copy of this so it can be attached to the 
record, a copy of the subpoena attached to the record? 

MR. MCGARRY: Sure. 

MR. CROW: Yeah, we can, but you understand 
this transcript — it may not be transcribed. 

MR. TITUS: Yeah. 

MR. CROW: It may be transcribed, it might 
not be transcribed, and since it's an investigation, not a 
deposition, no one other than us is going to have access to 
it until such time as either a case is filed or it becomes 
public records because no case is filed. 

MR. TITUS: Yes, sir. 

ALAIN KARTUZINSKI, 

the witness herein, having been first duly sworn, was 
examined and testified as follows:

Q. Okay. Mr. Kartuzinski, let me — I take it — and

and use immunity provides you no immunity from that. Do you

A. I understand.

Q. Okay. Do you have any other questions or anything

before we get started? 
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A. No. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Thank you. 

Q. Why don't you state your name for the record. 

A. First name is Alain, A-l-a-i-n, middle name 
Bernard, B., Kartuzinski, K-a-r-t-u-z-i-n-s-k-i. 

Q. Okay. And where do you currently reside? 

A. In the motel Quality Inn on U.S. 19, Clearwater. 

Q. Okay. Do you know the address? 

A. I don't know the exact number at this point. 

Q. Okay. And what — what room do you live in? 

A. 231. 

Q. 231. Do you live there alone or with your family? 
A. With my wife. 

Q. Do you have any children here? 

A. I have one son who lives at the same facility but 
in another room. 

Q. A room of his own or is it a dormitory setup? 

A. It's a dormitory with another — 

Q. Other children? 

A. — boy. 

Q. Church members or staff members? 

A. Right. 

Q. How old is your son? 

A. He's 14.

Q. And what's his name?

A. Avram, A-v-r-a-m. 


3 

Q. And your wife's name? 


4 

- A. Corrine, c-o-r-r-i-n-e. 


5 

Q. Okay. What's your date of birth? 


6 

A. 4 July, 1951. 


7 

Q. Okay. How long have you been living at the 


8 

Quality Inn? 


9 

A. This time since 1989. 


10 

Q. Okay. You want to explain that to me? 


11 

A. Yes. 


12 

Q. Obviously, you've had a prior time here? 


13 

A. Right. When I first came here in 1979 I lived 


14 

there for a few months. Then I moved to some other church 


15 

facility on — and — I went through several buildings, 


16 

basically, but came back to the Quality Inn in '89. 


17 

Q. Okay. So have you been on church staff, then. 


18 

since 1979? 


19 

A. Since 1979. 


20 

Q. Okay. Are you a United States citizen? 


21 

A. No, but I'm — I have a green card. 

I 

22 

i 

Q. Okay. Is that on a religious visa or work visa or 

23 

what type of reason? 

24 

A. Just — I came in and asked for a green card in 

25 

1979, when I was not actually on staff at the church at the 
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time, and got a green card. 

Q. Okay. And is your son a United States citizen? 

Was he born here? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What about your wife? I assume she's not — 

A. She's also a — she's a U.S. citizen. 

Q. Okay. Do you have any other family members in the 

area? 


A. No, not close by. I have a son who lives in Los 


Angeles. 

Q. Okay. What's his name? 

A. David. 

Q. Kartuzinski? 

A. Kartuzinski. 

Q. Okay. And where does he live? 

A. The exact address I'm not sure of right this 
second, but it's in Los Angeles, California. 

Q. Okay. That's a big place. What I'm asking for is 
background information. If we're ever, for some reason in 
the immediate future, maybe way down the road, trying to 
locate you as a witness, I'm trying to get enough background 
information that there might be somebody that you would be 
in touch with and we could track you down. It's kind of a 
precautionary thing that we do, and certainly with someone 
who's not a citizen and I, maybe, want to get a little more 
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information, then I might routinely do that. 

How old is your son David? 

A. Twenty-four. 

‘ Q. Is he associated with the church out in LA? 

A. He does courses there but is not a staff member. 

Q. Not on staff. 

Okay. Do you have any idea what his address is c 
phone number? 

A. No, but his mother lives in the same building. 

Q. Okay. This is your ex-wife, I take it? 

A. I have her phone number. My ex-wife. 

Q» Okay. What is her phone number? 

A. 213 is the area code, 662-3373. 

Q. 3373? 

A. Right. 

Q. Is she associated with the church at all? 

A. She s also someone —— she does courses. 

Q. Courses but not on staff? 

A. Not on staff. 

Q. And what's you are ex-wife's name? 

A. Alecia (phonetic,) and she still wears the name 
Kartuzinski. 

Q. I ~ I assume, or maybe I recall from information 
from other ~ other people, that you — you're from France, 
and I think you're from Paris; is that correct?

A. That's right.

Q. You seem to be fluent in the English language.

You've had no difficulty understanding me? 


4 

A. Absolutely not.

Q. Okay. Let me get a little — what's your current

Q. Okay. Do you computerize it?

A. No, I don't.

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Q. So you you file them on shelves noting where a 
person ~ an individual's PC folder is, and is this some 
kind of warehouse setup? 

A. Yes. It's a warehouse which has a large n umb er of 
shelves, about five thousand. 

Q. And where is that facility located? 

A. That's in downtown Clearwater. 

Q. Where in downtown Clearwater? 

A. I think it's called Waterfront — Waterfront Road, 
but I'm not totally certain. 

Q. You don't know the address? 

A. No. It's Court Street, and that — it's at a 
corner. It's about three blocks off of the Fort Harrison. 

Q. Okay. And how long have you been doing this — 
does this job have a designation? I mean, does it have a 
name? 

A. Yes, folder archives clerk. 

Q. Okay. And how long have you been a folder 
archives clerk? 

A. For about 14, 15 months. 

Q. And what were you prior to becoming a folder 
archives clerk? 

A. I was studying. 

Q. Studying? 

A. Uh-huh. 
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Q. That means you were not employed by the church? 

A. I was employed by the church but studying full 

time. 

Q. Okay. You didn't have any function that you 
performed for the church other than studying? 

A. That's right. 

Q. Okay. And how long were you studying? 

A. About a year. 

Q. Okay. And were you paid a salary during that 

time? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Okay. And how much do you earn? 

A. $48 a week. 

Q. A week? 

A. A week. 

Q. Okay. Does that include room and board? 

A. Plus room and board. 

Q. For you and your wife and your son? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Is your wife employed by the church? 

A. Yes, she is. 

Q. And what's her function? 

A. She is a — you could call this a correction 
officer, meaning — 

Q. I'm sure that has a different meaning than the way 
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I would normally use it. 

A. Yes. It might be better to call it what it is, 
which is a cramming officer. 

If anyone within the church staff commits any 
errors in the application of the scriptures, they see her 

and she corrects them. She makes them review the materials 
they have. 

Q. Error in the application of scriptures, you're 
talking about auditors that make mistakes? 

A. Auditors, supervisors, case supervisors, but any 
staff member. 

Q. When you say "scriptures,” you're talking about 
the writings of L. — 

A. L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. — Ron Hubbard? 

A. That's right. 

Q. Is the cramming officer a high level position or 

not? 

A. Not necessarily, but it's very skilled. 

Q. You have to be very familiar with — 

A. You have — yes. 

Hubbard's writings — 

A. Right. 

Q. — and how to locate them — 

A. Exactly. 
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1 Q. — within the large body of works? 

2 A. You're right. 

3 Q. Prior to studying for your — what was your job? 

4 A. I'xn sorry? Prior to studying, okay. Well, I was 

5 an auditor for a few months. 

6 Q. What level auditor? 

7 A. Class 12. 

8 Q. And is that as high as auditors go? 

9 A. (Nodding head.) 

10 Q. Okay. And what's your level within the church in 

11 terms of your progression? 

12 A. I'm on what is called 0T7. 

13 Q. And what's the highest level? 

14 A. 0T8 currently. 

15 Q. Currently. So is that subject to change? 

16 A. There will be more. 

1 7 Q« Okay. So you were a level 12 auditor for a few 

18 months? 


19 A. Right. 

20 Q. And prior to that? 

21 A. Prior to that I was the senior case supervisor. 

22 Q. Okay. How long did you remain senior case 

23 supervisor after Lisa McPherson's death? 

24 A. About two months. 

25 Q. And was her death a causative factor in the change 
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of your position? 

A. I imagine so. 

Q. You don't know? 

A. It wasn't stated as such, but there is no real 
doubt in my mind that this was a factor — 

Q . okay. 

A. — important factor. 

Q. Who made the decision to change your position? 

A. I don't actually remember who signed the bill of 
particulars, a bill of particular being a committee of 
evidence, convening of — 

Q. Okay. Well, I would assume -- 

A. That was in February. 

Q. Okay. I'm not intimately familiar with a 
committee of evidence. My recollection is that there's some 
type of proceeding and documentation of that proceeding and 
that you would be confronted with that and have the 
opportunity to respond. 

Did any of the charges in the bill of particulars 
or developed by the committee of evidence concerning Lisa 
McPherson? 

A. None whatsoever. At the very end they dealt with 
other matters which I had, in some way, not been totally 
good at, but at the very end, the chairman verbally asked me 
if I had done anything to get myself corrected on what had 
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happened with Lisa, which I answered. 


MR. MCGARRY: Who was the chairman? 

THE WITNESS: His name was Art Webb. Art 


Webb. 


BY MR. CROW: 

Q• And how did you respond? 

A. I said yes. 

Q. Meaning that you had undergone auditing or 
processing or something? 

A. And also extensively reviewed the materials and 
the scriptures dealing with such an event. 

Q. Meaning Hubbard's writings again? 

A. Right. 

Q. I take it, then, that Mr. Webb, at least, felt 
that you bore some responsibility for Lisa's death? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

MR. TITUS: Are you asking him what he knows 
Mr. Webb was thinking? 

MR. CROW: I'm just asking a question and 
expecting an answer, and if he doesn't know, I assume he'll 
tell me. 

MR. TITUS: Okay. 


THE WITNESS: I imagine so. 


BY MR. CROW: 


Q. Okay. Well, obviously, you understood what he 
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meant because you gave a response? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. And when he used the term "correction,” I 
assume that he meant that — that there were mistakes made? 

A. That's right. 

Q. Did you have any more extended discussion with him 
as to what those mistakes were or — or not? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. But even though they — he made that 
oral — and I'll call it an accusation — that may be an 
inappropriate term, but certainly a suggestion of error on 
your part, there was nothing documenting that? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Do you know why that's the case? 

A. I don't really. I can suppose something. I don't 
know if you want me to do that. 

Q. Sure. 

A. There was investigation being done, a legal or 
criminal investigation being done. 

Q. Are you talking about a criminal investigation by 
the police — 

A. By the police. 

Q. — or investigation — internal investigation by 
the church? 

A. By the police. By the police. 
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Q. Okay. 

A. So — 

Q. I assume that you don't necessarily — go ahead. 
I'm interrupting you. Finish. 

A. That's all right. I just imagine for that reason, 
nothing was ever written. 

Q. Okay. Well, why would the existence of a criminal 
investigation cause somebody to document or not document 
something? Why would you suppose that? Is that an 
experience with the church that if there's a problem like 
this that's perceived as being investigated that they don't 
document things the same way they would in other situations? 

A. I don't have such knowledge. It is just something 
I have been thinking a lot of — about and of in the last 
three years, and I know that I'm the one who is responsible 
for this, for whatever errors were made, and I know this is 
understood, although it was not written, and I know this is 
why I have the position I have now for which I am very over 
qualified. I hope I'm answering your question. 

Q. Whatever there's no right or wrong answer to 
that question. I'm asking your opinion, so _ 

You said that you know that you were responsible 
for whatever errors were made in reference to Lisa 
McPherson. What, in your mind, were the errors that you 
made and how do they relate to what happened to her?

A. There are several things that I feel I — in 
retrospect — you know, I did not do these errors on purpose 
at the time. It's just I have had a lot of time to look at 
it. How could I do this better if it occurred again? 

The first error, I think, is that it violated the 
church policy on — to bring her to the Fort Harrison in the 
first place, which was my call, because we do not ordinarily 
deal — deal with people who have this kind of problem.

You learn how to deal with the 
auditor and the pre-clear and making both of them do a good 
job of applying the works of Mr. Hubbard. 

The counseling is monitored by the supervisor who 
does not see any of these people, does not see the 
ministers ~ of course he sees them to say hello and so on, 
but he does not talk about the pre-clear or — or what is 
happening in the sessions, in the counseling sessions. And 
you have to train for that particular — for the supervision 
quite aside from training to be an auditor or minister. 
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The one person that could case supervise this was 
not there at that time, so therefore I had to be the case 
supervisor and choose another minister to do the actual 
auditing. 

Q. Who did you choose? 

A. A girl called Ruthie Humphrey. 

Q. Spell that last name. 

A. H-u-m-p-h-r-e-y. 

Q. Is she still in Clearwater?

Q. Had anyone told you anything to make you have 
concerns, or was it just random calls on — 

A. No, I was just — I wanted to make sure she was 
all right because of what had happened before.

A. Not during that period. 

Q. Okay. Did anyone else say anything to you about 
Lisa's welfare? 

A. (Shaking head.) 

Q. So, then, I assume you were surprised when you got 
the call to go to Morton Plant?

Q. Did you tell anyone else you were going other than 
Mr. Baxter?

And so when I arrived at the — at the reception, 
as I said, David was there with a female person, which I 
don't know who that was particularly, but he came to me and 
said, "I'm glad you're here, because I don't know what to 
do," so I said, "Okay. Where is she now?" and he pointed 
out to where she was. 

There was an entrance past the receptionist, so I 
went to see the receptionist, and I said that I was minister 
of the Church of Scientology and I wanted to see Lisa 
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McPherson, and she said, "Well, you cannot go now because 
she is with the doctor," and I said, "Okay. How long would 
that be?" She says, "A few minutes," so — well, somehow a 
few minutes later I was allowed to go beyond those doors, 
and maybe three or four down — doors down to the left there 
was like a little entry room and then a room with a bed. In 
the little entry room there was one lady I didn't know and 
there was a lady called Jeanie Decuper (phonetic,) and they 
were just standing there in the little entry room, and they 
pointed out to where Lisa was and she was at that bed. 

Q. Do you now know who that other person was? 

A. I may have read it somewhere, but I don't 
remember. It wasn't a member of the church or it wasn't a 
staff member that I know of. 

Q. So it wasn't Judy Goldsberry-Weber? You know her, 
right? 

A. No, no, I knew her. 

Q. Okay. Was Mr. Fontana there by that point? 

A. No. I remember him later. 

Q. Did you call anyone while you were there? 

A. No. Well, not at that point. I did afterwards. 

Q. Okay. 

A. So when I entered the room there was a — I 
thought he was a doctor. His name was Joe. I know since he 
was a nurse, Joe, and he introduced himself, and Lisa was 
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looking at him and she was pale, and she didn't seem to see 
me at first, and so I told him that I was her minister and 
that I was there because I didn't want her to go into the 
psychiatric ward, because we at the church don't believe 
this is right for a person to undergo psychiatric treatment, 
that it's against our belief, and he said — he was actually 
very nice. He said, "Okay. I understand. I just need to 
ask you a few questions." 

Q. Up to this point you had had no conversation with 
Lisa at all? 

A. No. 

Q. Had anyone else conversed with Lisa from the 
church that you're aware of?

Q. As far as you know, Lisa never said anything to 
her concerning auditing or anything else? 

A. I don't remember what Ruthie wrote as far as Lisa 
saying something, and she probably said yes or hi or 
whatever, but after — after that first day, Lisa was not 
coherent. 

Q. Okay. The first day meaning the conversation you 
with the psychiatric nurse, who you thought was a 
doctor, talking to Lisa and she gave correct responses to 
his questions? After that point Lisa was not coherent? 

A. Well, even further, after — when I left her, she 
was still coherent.

A. I think the next day — and I'm not totally 
certain on my dates, but the next day is when she definitely 
was not coherent. 

Q. Well, I recall notes from Susan in which she was 
making sexual advances, licking her in the face, talking 
about her mother's breasts, and — so are those —— is that 
how you know that, from those written communications, or did 
you go back and see Lisa?

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Q. Okay. So in Ms. Humphrey's contact with Lisa 
there was no, as far as you know, coherent communications? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. And I take it, then, there were no other even 
attempts to audit her or process her after that point? 

A. Right. 

Q. And was the reason for that that she was 
incompetent? 

A. No. The only reason was that she was not sleeping 
and eating enough. In other words, the process, the 
specific special counseling she was going to get, takes into 
account that the person is in a psychotic break and is not 
coherent, so that was not the reason. The reason was that 
she was not sleeping and eating enough to undergo this 
counseling. 

Q. And so there was a decision on your part that 
until she slept more, until she ate more, she couldn't be 
audited? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. And did you make that decision? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Okay. But I take it, then, that she never ate 

enough or slept enough that you ever attempted it again? 

A. That's right. No, we never did. 

Q. Okay. I'm still working on any documentation, and 
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you were giving me some examples of the kinds of things that 
might be in the notes and also you were telling me the kinds 

of things that Ms. Humphrey may have written when she 
documented. 

Any other documentation anywhere by yourself that 
you're aware of in any file anywhere?

A. I just thought of something, not from me, but one 
of the things that I asked of her co-workers that — that 
day when I brought her back was — 

Q. Her co-workers? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You're talking about at AMC Publishing? 
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A. Right. 

Q. Okay. 

A. I had someone call them and ask that they write 
what happened the few days prior to her having the accident 
so that I would understand what occurred. 

Q. In other words, what happened — what she had been 
like in Orlando? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. And you got reports from two of the people that 
had been with her. Is there any other other than those two 
reports? 

A. I don't know. I thought there was maybe more than 
two, two or three. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Which they're also probably in the PC folder. 

Q. Okay. I recall something from Brittany Hubert, 
and I think — who was the other? 

A. There was a guy who wrote something. 

Q. A guy whose name I don't recall. 

MR. MCGARRY: Burton maybe, Craig Burton? 

THE WITNESS: Maybe Brian. 

MR. MCGARRY: Craig Burton? 

THE WITNESS: Yeah, that sounds right. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Anybody else? 
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A. (Shaking head.) 

Q. Anything in writing from Benetta Slaughter or 

David Slaughter? 

' A. No. 

Q. Have you written anything or documented anything 
other than what we've talked about today? 

A. No. You know, I should say not that I remember, 
because I don't think so. 

Q. Okay. 

A. But — 1 mean, nothing else comes to mind. 

Q. Well, I realize this did occur in '95, but I'm 
assuming that this has been a — pretty much a constant 
object of your concern since it occurred. 

A. You're right. 

Q. And that probably, in preparation today, you tried 
to remember any documentation and review any documentation 
that you could? 

A. You're correct. 

Q. Other than the things that you wrote yourself and 
the transcript of the — your statement to the police, did 
you review any reports that other people wrote in 
preparation for your testimony today — 

A. Just the — 

Q. — reports or documents? Let me be more broad 
than that.

MR. TITUS: Prepared — reports prepared by 

2 

people at Flag about Lisa's death? 

3 

MR. CROW: Anything that he read in 

4 

preparation for the testimony today. 

5 

THE WITNESS: Just everything that my 

6 

attorney has. 

7 

BY MR. CROW: 

8 

Q. And tell me those kind of — what documents you 

9 

recall reading. 

10 

A. Notes about the ongoing lawsuit from other 

11 

attorneys and such. 

12 

Q. And when you say ’’notes,” was that summaries of 

13 

other testimonies? 

14 

A. Yes. 

15 

Q. Were they summaries of other testimonies in State 

16 

Attorney investigations? 

17 

THE WITNESS: What were those documents? 

18 

MR. TITUS: Just tell him what you know. 

19 

THE WITNESS: Yeah. They were — yes. 

20 

BY MR. CROW: 

21 

Q. Kind of like maybe what — the notes — 

22 

A. Yeah. 

23 

Q. — that your attorneys — 

24 

A. Yes. 

25 

Q* — are both writing today? 
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A. To tell you the truth, I don't know whether those 
were as regards the civil thing or what you're doing right 
now. 

Q. Okay. Well, what people's testimony did you read? 
Was it other caretakers? 

A. There was — yes. 

Q. I don't think they've been deposed in the civil 

case. 

A. Okay. Yes. 

Q. So that would be notes of a State Attorney 
investigation, then, I guess, like we're doing today? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. And how many witnesses were summarized? 

A. Maybe 15, 20. 

Q. Okay. What else? What other documents did you 

read over? Were these handwritten notes or typed up? 

A. Typed. 

MR. CROW: So I guess this isn't just a habit 
you do every time, huh? 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Go ahead. That was an aside. Never mind. They 
were typed out? 

MR. TITUS: Actually, it is a habit. 

MR. CROW: You know, everybody else who's 
representing people in this case has the same habit. It's 
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incident? 

A. I think so. I mean, if I recall anything else, I 
will definitely tell you. 

Q. Okay. 

A. In our — 

Q• You understand that I don't want to miss something 
just because I don't ask a magic question? I'm looking for 
a document — 

A. I understand. 

Q. — even if you didn't author them, if you're aware 
of their existence. 

A. I'm here to tell you everything I know. 

Q. Okay. Let's go back to Morton Plant Hospital in 
November of 1995. 

I think you had taken me up to the time when Nurse 
Joe Price — you didn't know the last name — the 
psychiatric nurse, had completed his questioning of Lisa. 
Were you present for all that? Did you hear all the 
responses? 

A. So one time he — the last question he asked her 
while I was there was "You cannot tell me that what you did 
was normal, walking down the street naked," and she said, 
"No, you're right, it was not normal. I wanted to cause an 
effect," and he said, "Okay. I understand." And then he 
says — 
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Q. He said he understood that? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Okay. Did you understand it? 

A. Somewhat. 

Q. Okay. What did you interpret that to mean? 

A. That in some way she wanted to have an effect on 
someone or call attention to herself in some way. 

Q. Okay. 

A. So then he turned to me and he asked me "Could I 
ask you to step out for a minute? I would like to ask her 
the same questions without you here to see whether she's 
actually all right," meaning possibly I was an influence, so 
I said, "Of course," and I stepped out. 

Q. Did you step all the way out? 

A. Well, I was in the entry room, which, you know, 

was just outside there. 

Q. Could you still see Lisa? 

A. No, but I could hear her. 

Q. So you were within earshot? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. Were you behind a curtain or — 

A. No. 

Q. — behind a doorway? 

A. Yeah. She couldn't see me, and I don't think that 
there was a curtain but there was a door. There was a — 
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Q. So you're out in a hallway — 

A. Right. 

Q. — through an open door — 

A. Right. 

Q. — and around the corner — 

A. Exactly. 

Q. — with a wall in between you and Lisa? 

A. You're right. 

Q. Okay. Who else was with you in the hallway? 
A. Nobody. 


Q. Was anyone else with you in the room when she was 
answering the questions, any other people from the church I 
mean? 

A. There were those two girls that I mentioned, but 
they were in the little entry room standing there, and then 
I don't remember them when I came out. They might have 
walked out, but I don't — I don't remember if they were 
still there or not. 


Q. Okay. 

A. I was alone there. 

Q. Okay. And did she answer the questions again? 

A. So I could hear some of the questions and the 
answers wasn't right, so he came out, Joe did, and he 
said — I don't know the exact words but something to the 
effect that he saw no reason to keep her, and I thanked him. 
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I said, "Thank you very much. That's very kind of you.” 

Q. Had you had any conversations with Lisa up to this 
point yourself? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. Other than her saying, "I'm glad you're 
here"? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. 

A. So at that point I don't remember the exact 
details, but I — I'm pretty sure that Judy 
Goldsberry-Weber went in to see her or — I knew then that 
someone of the church was there, and I walked out to 
reception because I wanted to call Arthur and let him know 
that Lisa would be coming. 

Q. Okay. Had Lisa — 

A. Actually — yes. Although I hadn't — I don't 
know why I went out. No, I went out to see David — David 
Slaughter, who was still at reception there, and I asked 
David "Can you take Lisa at your place? She's gonna come 
out." 

Q. Meaning his house? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And he wasn't too happy about doing that. 

Q. Too enthusiastic? 
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A. Yes, about doing that, so I insisted and I told 
him, "Look, I'm sure Benetta would know — would want that," 
just because I knew Benetta and Lisa were best friends, so 
he said, "Okay. Let me call Benetta," and as he was calling 
Benetta, I could hear that he was arguing with her as to ~ 

I mean that she would persuade him, I was sure of that, but 
he was against it, so at that point I decided okay, that's 
not gonna work out. This is not the right thing to do for 
Lisa if he's not for it, so I made the decision to bring her 
with me, back with me to the Fort Harrison. 

Q. Okay. Had she requested to leave with you yet? 

A. She had said to Joe in my presence at least once, 
maybe twice, you know, "He is my minister. I want to go 
with him. I don't want to stay here." 

Q. Okay. But had she said I want to go back and stay 
in the Fort Harrison as opposed to I want to go back to my 
apartment, as opposed to I want to go back and live with the 
Slaughters? 

A. Well, I hadn't seen Lisa yet since I left her, 
but — 

Q. So the answer is no, she hadn't said that at that 
point in time? 

A. You're right. 

Q. Okay. So you make the decision you're going to 
take her back to the Fort Harrison before she tells you she 
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wants to go back? 

A. You're correct. 

Q. Okay. Did you make any calls pursuant to that 
decision you made? 

A. Yes. I called Arthur at that point from the pay 
phone, and I said that it was likely I would bring Lisa, to 
have a room ready. 

Q. Room at the Fort Harrison? 

A. At the Fort Harrison. 

Q. Was your intent to charge her or did you not think 
about that at the time? 

A. I had no thoughts about such things. 

Q. Plenty of vacant rooms at the Fort Harrison? 

A. There are a few, I would I imagine, at all times. 

Q. To your knowledge, had you ever done this or the 

Fort Harrison ever done this before — 

A. To — 

Q. — with a person undergoing a psychotic break? 

A. No, not like that. 

Q. Not like what? 

A. Not — no, I don't recall anyone in the Fort 
Harrison having a psychotic break. 

Q. Where did Lisa stay over the summer? 

A. She stayed at the Fort Harrison. 

Q. Okay. Well, then you recall that one?

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would be better if she had a more tranquil space in downtown 
Clearwater, althouqh it's not like downtown Tampa, more 
traffic than was optimal, so I thought about it, but I did 
not do that.

Did 
you call anyone else? 

A. No.

to drive you? Is that okay with you?" She said, 
"Absolutely," so we walked to my car.

Well, did you tell Arthur that she was a 
type three or a psychotic person or —

her her room, basically.

A. So I went to park my car. 

Q. Okay. Well, did she ~ did you drop her off at 

the front desk to check in or did you drop her off at 

security? 

A. At security. 

Q. Okay. Did she go through a check-in process? 

A. I don't think so. 

Q. Okay. Well, she was in a hospital gown. I 

wouldn't have expected it, but to your knowledge, she did 

not? 

A. No. 

Q. And how far is the security desk from, say, the 
front desk that you dropped her off at?

A. Oh, did she request any specific auditing 
procedure? 

Q. Yeah. 

A. No. She — but she would not. You know, a 
parishioner does not say I want this or that. That's not 
how it works. 

Q. Well, I thought you told me earlier on the 
introspection run-down that it was not necessary for the 
patient to be competent, and, in fact, the introspection 
run-down assumes that the person is psychotic, correct? 

A. Well, I — 

Q. I'm just asking what you told me earlier. 

A. I told you that, but I should also say that the 
introspection run-down can also be given if the person is 
not in a psychotic break just now. 

Q. Okay. So you — you do introspection run-downs 
even for people who aren't in a psychotic break? 

A. You're right. 

Q. And what do you give it for? 

A. Just for what the name indicates. If a person is 
very introverted, looking in, and — which is how Lisa was 
the first time in July or August, June possibly, and when I 
saw her the second time at the hospital, meaning not in a 
psychotic break, but actually able to communicate, there 
is — there are certain steps of the run-down that you do 
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which start at another point than if the person is in a 
psychotic break. In other words, the psychotic break is not 
a stop to deliver that procedure. It takes it into account, 
but in both cases what the person is suffering from is a 
looking in of extreme nature which disconnects them from 
their actual environment. 

Q. Okay. And how did you diagnose that condition 
from the conversation you've told me you had with Lisa? 

A. For — I'm not sure that I can tell you this, but 
anyway, I will. From just the fact that she had taken off 
all her clothes and — 

Q. Okay. And that means you're looking inward when 
you take off your clothes — 

A. Yeah. 

Q. — and walk down the street? 

A. Well, not just that. It's just a point of being 
somewhat psychotic. It is not — 

Q. So she was somewhat psychotic? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. And so you interpreted her condition as 
being somewhat psychotic, and other than the fact that she 
had taken off her clothes and walked down the street naked, 
what enabled you to reach that conclusion, since you had 
just witnessed Mr. Price decide that she didn't meet that 
criteria in your presence?

23 Q. Okay. What else did you lie to the police about 

24 that you can recall? 

25 A. (Shrugging shoulders.) 
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Q. You're shrugging your shoulders again. I need an 
answer. 

A. Yes. Well, I think I could tell you in more 
general terms than details if that's all right. 

Q. Well, just answer the question as best you can. 

A. Well — 

Q. My question is what else did you lie to the police 
about? 

A. The ~ in the first interview, which is the one 
that I recall more, I said that she was a parishioner just 
like any other parishioner, and that was a complete lie. 

Q. And why did you lie about that? 

A. To protect myself. 

Q. From what? 

A. From whatever consequences they could dream up, 
especially that one officer that was openly very sneeringly 
antagonistic to me and the church. 

Q. Was that officer present for the taped interview? 

A. No. 

Q. So why — 

A. That man was actually very decent. 

Q. Then why did you lie on the taped interview, 
because I think you said the same thing there. 

A. You know, when you start lying about something, 

you have to continue, which I have learned that now. 
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Q. Okay. So until we gave — is there some point in 
time where you quit lying about this prior to today? 

Yeah. I think I've been very candid with my 
attorney. I have been candid with myself. 

Q. So the answer is — 

A. Yes. 

Q. — no, you — until today you've not told the 
truth to anybody else other than somebody that's in a 
privilege relationship with you; in other words, in a — 
what you would — as a priest/penitent role or 
attorney/client role, you never told anybody the truth? 

A. I had an interview with church counsel, which I 
couldn't tell you the date of that, but he reprimanded me 
for lying to the police and asked me to tell him all the 
truth, which I did. 

Q. Okay. What else did you lie to the police about 
in either interview? 

A. I'm sorry, in details, I cannot recall. In 
general terms, I would say I divorced myself from the scene 
completely. 

Q. Okay. Even though you reviewed that within the 
last couple of days, you can't think of anything else that 
you — was false? 

A. You know, if you wanted me to tell you exact 
details, I wouldn't mind reading it to you and I could say 
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this is a lie, this was a lie. 

Q. Well, we may get to that, but right now I'm ashing 
you, having just read the interview, and as you were reading 
over it, I assume you said Oh, my gosh, that's a lie, that's 
a lie. 

A. Yes. 

Q. And in your own terms, within the last day or so, 
as you read over that, other than the two things you've told 
me about, are there any other lies that you're aware of? 

A. Well, in the first interview I was ashed was I her 
case supervisor, and I said no, because I was supervisor of 
her supervisor and that was a lie. 

Q. Ohay. And other than your fear — general fear of 
the Clearwater Police, was there a reason why you chose to 
lie about that as opposed to something else; in other 
words, why you felt that saying that you weren't the case 
supervisor exonerated you in some way from whatever 
happened? 

A. I — you hnow, I can't tell you why I did that. 

It was just generally because I was scared and wanted to 
protect myself, and it was wrong. 

Q. Ohay. Well, had you talhed with anyone from the 
church about what happened prior to talhing to the police? 

A. No. I — that night I was worhing all night. The 
next morning I thinh I tooh a nap and I was wohen up from my

nap to go and talk to the police.

Q. Well, I know Marcus Corinno got everybody together

Q. Okay. Well, did you tell Brian Anderson that you

weren't the case supervisor? 

17 

A. No. 

18 

Q. Okay. Did you lie to him about anything? 

19 

A. No. 

20 

Q. Did you lie to him about whether Lisa was getting 

21 

services or wasn't getting services? 

22 

A. No. 

23 

Q. Did you tell him the truth? 

24 

A. We didn't go into any details. It was — that 

25 

night was "Wow, what happened? Let's find out, you know, 
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what happened. Who was with her?" And there was some 
thought that she was — that she had meningitis, which 
Dr. Minkoff said she probably had, so "Let's gather up all 
the people that were with her. We don't want to infect a 
thousand people," this type of thing, and this was all that 
was going on. 

Q. So you didn't have any conversations with anybody 
about who might be responsible for Lisa's condition or death 
as opposed to dealing with the consequence of the 
possibility that she had an infectious disease? 

A. Right. 

Q. And up — 

A. I must say everyone knew that I was responsible. 

Q. I'm getting to that. Everybody that was a 
caretaker knew you were responsible? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Everybody that was a caretaker knew that you were 
planning to do an introspection run-down? 

A. That may or may not be. 

Q. Well, Janice knew it, didn't she? 

A. Probably. 

Q. You never talked with her about it? 

A. I — I may have talked in general terms, 
processing. We need to have Lisa ready for processing. 

Q. Well, she knew Lisa was getting services then? 
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A. Was going to — 

Q. Okay. 

A. — I would imagine. 

Q. And, certainly, they all knew that Lisa was being 
watched around the clock and you were getting written 
reports? 

A. Right. 

Q. When you started telling these lies to the police, 
weren't you concerned that they would all tell the truth and 
point you out to be a liar? 

A. I didn't think about all that. 

Q. Never thought about that? 

A. (Shaking head.) 

Q. Did you ever discuss that with them? 

A. No. 

Q. So there was no discussion among you or among 
Jan — or with Janice or with the other caretakers — strike 
that, not the caretakers but the other people who were 
interviewed by the police? You never discussed among 
yourselves, prior to being interviewed, what anybody was 
going to say? 

A. That's right, never. 

Q. If I recall correctly, you also told, in the taped 
interview, that no one was assigned to Lisa as a minister or 
to watch after her. Do you recall that? 
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A. Unh-unh. 

Q. But you had assigned a minister to her? 

A. Right. 

Q. You had assigned yourself or assumed the role of 
case supervisor, and you had seen that people were assigned 
to watch over her 24 hours a day? 

A. That's right. 

Q. Did you tell any of that to the police? 

A. Ho. I did not formulate it this way, that I was 

in charge. 

Q. I'm sorry, I didn't understand that. 

A. I did not formulate it this way, that I was in 
charge and said someone has to be with her and this type of 
thing. I did not say that to the police. 

Q. When you say "formulate," I don't understand your 
meaning. 

A. Meaning express it this way. I did not express — 

Q. Did you express it any way? 

A. I don't remember if I said someone was with her or 
not. That's why I'm saying this. 

Q. Okay. After your conversation with the — did you 
have any more conversation with Janice other than what 
you've related to me in the room? You had talked about she 
said yes, and then — 

MR. TITUS: oh, Lisa. 
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THE WITNESS: Lisa. 

BY HR. CROW: 

Q. Lisa, I'm sorry. I do want to ask you about 
conversations with Janice, but I am referring to Lisa — 

A. Right. 

Q* --in the room. 

A. So — well, there was another point where I saw 
her, which was — 

Q. Well, let's — have we talked about all the 
conversations — 

A. Yes. 

Q. that occurred in the room on that occasion? 

You asked her about we may do this processing 
sheet. Ascended to that, based upon what your testimony is 

today, as opposed to what you said in the past, she agreed 
to that? 

A. Right. 

Q. And you also mentioned about her taking vitamins 
or nutrition. 

A. Right. 

Q. And she said she would? 

A. Right. 

Q. Anything other than that? 

A. Not that time, no. 

Q. Okay. How long were you in the room? 
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A. Very brief, a few — three minutes maybe. 

Q. Okay. 

A. You know, i — wen, I said, -Is the room okay," 
you know. That was probably how I started, -Is this room 
all right for you?" she said, "Yeah." 

Q. Okay. Now, you had concluded she was partially or 
somewhat psychotic. I don't remember the exact terminology. 

Based upon your limited communication with _ with 

her, how did you determine that she really knew what was 
going on in terms of what you were going to plan for her and 
understood it and was consenting to it? 

Since you had already determined she was partially 
psychotic, how did you conclude that she was not so 
psychotic that she didn't fully understand that? 

A. Well, she she was withdrawn and pale but she 
was there. She was not like I saw her another time later. 

I have dealt with people and all those conditions 

in the past, so I think my judgment is not wrong as to how a 
person is doing. 

I had not determined yet what kind of processing 
she would get, but I knew that she needed some processing 
because of what she had done, and it was a definite 
worsening after she had been doing very well, from what I 
knew, since September of '95, and, therefore, I felt 
responsible to help her overcome whatever she went into that 
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wouid have caused that, and, you know, from her I got the 

impression she wanted the same thing, because she told Joe 

at the hospital that she wanted to come with me and not stay 

there, but I did ask her, and she said, "Yeah, that is 
fine." 

If anything, she even looked better in that hotel 
room than at the hospital. 

Q. And what is the — the plan when you have someone 
who's psychotic and doesn't get - doesn't eat enough or 
doesn't get healthy enough, doesn't sleep enough to actually 
undergo auditing? you just let them stay there 

indefinitely, or do you seek medical treatment or 
psychiatric treatment or — 

A. Not psychiatric treatment, definitely not. That 

is definitely against our beliefs, but medical treatment, 
yes, absolutely. 

Q. Okay. After you left the room, what happened 

next? 

A. I went to my office and I asked for all her PC 
files to be brought there. 

Q. Who did you ask? 

A. I don't recall, it may have been — I don't know. 
I would invent something, but there are people that are 
posted to do such things, bring folders, and then I — then 
I called the captain of the organization. 
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Q. And who would that be? 

A. Debbie Cook. 

Q. Okay. What did you tell her? 

A. I told her that I had brought someone who was over 

restimulated, over ~ restimulated means having one's 
reactive mind active ~ activating over, meaning too much. 

Q. How did you determine that, since she was 
withdrawn? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Being withdrawn means you're over restimulated? 

A. No. It's not — it's just what she had done meant 

that somewhere - somewhere she - there was something not 
right here. 

Q. I'm not disagreeing with that. Certainly taking 
your clothes off and walking out in traffic, I don't think 
any of us here would characterize it as normal, but you said 
that you concluded — before you told me she was somewhat 
psychotic, that was your conclusion. You told me you based 

that upon her being somewhat withdrawn in her conduct at the 
accident scene. 

A. Right. 

Q. Now, you've used the new term about being over 
restimulated. 

A. Right. 

Q. And what are the symptoms of someone who meets 
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that criteria? 

A. Well, it would really be very similar, but I didn't 
want to say psychotic and I didn't want to say any other 
terms, because — 

Q. What is — what are the symptoms of someone being 
over restimulated? 

A. Being very scared of — like the first time Lisa 
was there, she — 

Q. Well — 

A. And, again, I may not want to say this for her 
sake, but she was afraid of going crazy. Those were her 
terms. Too much overwhelming the person, not just a little 
upset but too much, too much stress, or whatever you want to 
call it, that would make the person feel that they're not 

doing well at all, that they're afraid of going worse or 
going crazy. 

Q. And how did you conclude that on this occasion 
that was her problem, since I haven't heard, so far, any 
questions that would draw that out of her? You haven't 
related to me in your conversation that she said anything 
like that or — and your conversation's been so limited, I'm 
having difficulty figuring how you made that diagnosis or 
whatever the correct term is in your — in your jargon 
for — 


A. Okay. 
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Q. — making that determination. 

A. When I entered that room at the hospital, first 
she did not totally recognize me until I took her hand, and 
then she looked at me. then she realized that it was me, 
and then she seemed to come more aware of her environment, 
so that's that, I think, answers the question whether or 
not a person is very aware of their environment or not aware 
of their environment, and — 

Q. That's it, that one factor, or what? I'm — 

A. Well, I wasn't sure what auditing she would get, 

what exact counseling I would give her. I wasn't sure of 
that, but I did know that she was worse off than she had 
been by a long way, and I wanted to help her. 

Q. Well, my question is how you determined she was 
over restimulated — 

A. Yes. 

Q. — as opposed to, generically speaking, worse off 
or stressed out or in shock because she was just in a 
traffic accident. I imagine most people in a traffic 
accident, they don't take their clothes off — 

A. Yeah. 

Q. ~ but they certainly may be distracted and might 
not recognize somebody who walked up. Is there more or is - 


A. No. 
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Q. And, obviously, there were concerns that the 
paramedics had or she wouldn't have been at Morton Plant to 
begin with. 

I'm asking what you're making your determination 
on, because you weren't privy to what she said or did other 
than taking her clothes off? You didn't talk to the 

paramedics? You didn't know what her conduct was at the 
scene, right? 

A. (Shaking head.) 

Q. Okay. 

MR. TITUS: I'm not sure — excuse me, I'm 
not sure — you want to know — just so I understand the 
question — 

MR. CROW: Well, it's important that he 
understands it. I'm not going to explain it. 

MR. TITUS: If I can't understand it, he 
might not be able to understand it either. 

MR. CROW: Then he can say that. 

MR. TITUS: Well, he may think he understands 
it. 

You want ~ you're looking for indicia of — he's 
used the term "over restimulated." You want to know what it 
means how he determined Lisa was over restimulated? 

MR. CROW: Yeah. I think I've asked that 
three times, so I didn't think it was unclear. 
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MR. TITUS: I thought he had answered it 
about three times, too. That's why _ 

MR. CROW: i'm asking is there anything else 
or is that it, and he can say that's it, there is nothing 
else or he cannot. 

MR. TITUS: Okay. Well, I didn't understand 
that part of the question. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. So far you've mentioned her taking her 
clothes off, her not recognizing you to begin with. 

Is there anything else that would cause you to 
determine she was over restimulated? 

MR. TITUS: He also said she was worse off 
than she once was a couple weeks earlier. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. And what do you mean worse off than she 

once was, other than the two things that I just mentioned? 

A. Well, this — this lady was very — normally a 

very outward person, very active. Just talking to her on 

the phone that last time that I talked to her on the phone, 
she was obviously very busy, she was very — "Oh, thank you 
for calling," very — the tone was completely different. 

Her — now she was withdrawn and overly calm. 

Q. So being withdrawn or overly calm are what you 
attributed some of the symptoms of being over restimulated?

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A. Well, that, plus what had happened at the scene of 
the accident. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And, you know, she said she wanted to come and get 
help, so — 

Q. I assume that's not necessarily a symptom, but is 
somebody asking for help something that would indicate they 
were over restimulated as well? 

A. Someone asking for help has got something to be 
helped about, I imagine. 

Now, the "over" is my own addition to that, over 
restimulated. Restimulated, you know, being upset, let's 
say, being stressed out, like you said, okay, but she was 
more than that. 

Q. What's the charge for an introspection run-down? 

A. No idea. You know, this was none — not what I 
had in mind, okay. 

Q. It may not be, but my question is do you know how 
much they're charging? 

A. No. Actually — auditing is sold by hours, by 
blocks of hours, and an introspection run-down can take one 
hour, two hours or 25 hours. 

Q. Okay. How many have you done? 

A. Four. 

Q. Okay. And in those four, what were the — what 
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were the hours involved? 

A. one of them was less than two hours. Another one 
was maybe 13, 14 hours. Another one, 25 hours. 

Q. How much is the hourly charge for an introspection 
run-down? 

A. Auditing is sold in blocks of 12 and a half hours, 
and I don't know the exact charge. 

Q. So it doesn't matter if it's one or two hours, 
you're still going to charge her with 12? 

A. No. The remaining hours can be used for other 
type of auditing. 

Q. Oh, so they charge you for 12 and give you credit?

Q. Okay. Well, you don't know if she had the credit 
in the summer then? 

A. Don't know. 

Q. Is there a system, I guess is my question, for 
normally determining that? 

A. Yes. An auditor needs to keep track of the hours 
that he delivers to a person. 

Q. And does he compare that against a billing 
record — 

A. And he — 

Q. — or a credit record? 

A. Yes, your right. There is a running record, and 
when when the auditor has completed that one block of 12 
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and a half hours, then he signals this to any personnel who 
then take care of sending the person to the consultant who 
tells them if they want more auditing, they have to pay 
more, but I don't recall any of that being done at all in 
the summer with Lisa.

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. I think we sidetracked on some questions about 
finances and how much it may have cost Lisa, and I think I 
had finished with your conversation with Ms. Cook and we 
were moving on from that. 

Go ahead, tell me, after your conversation with 
her, what happened next. That was the same afternoon or 
evening that Lisa — 

A. Evening. 

Q. — came in? 

Approximately what time was it that Lisa got back 
to the hotel? 

A. Maybe 8:30, nine, maybe a little later. 

Q. Okay. Did you ask — did you leave Lisa alone in 
the room? 

A. No. Jeanie DeCuper was there, but I knew this was 
only temporary, and I — probably the first thing I did was 
I asked Arthur to — I asked Arthur or called over to get 
Susan Green to be with her that night. 

Q. Okay. And why was that? 
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A. Why? 

Q. Uh-huh. 


A. Because she had been with her earlier. 

Q. No, no, not why did you ask Susan, why did you 

feel that she had to have somebody with her at all times? 

A. Because she — I estimated that she was in the 
same type of situation — 

Q. Same type of situation? 

A. --as she had been earlier. 

Q. Okay.

MR. MCGARRY: Earlier, you mean, the 


THE WITNESS: In the summertime. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. And why — what did you think about her situation 
required someone to be with her all the time? What did you 
think was going to happen if somebody wasn't there? 

A. Well, the first time she wanted someone with her 
all the time, and I don't remember if I asked her if she 
wanted someone with her all the time when we had that brief 
conversation. I don't think I did but I assume so. 

Q. So there was no other reason that you thought it 
was what Lisa wanted? It didn't have anything to do with 
her condition? 

A. I'm sorry, I didn't — 
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Q. The only reason that you got someone to go stay 
with her all the time is because you assumed that's what 
Lisa wanted rather than because it was something to do with 
her condition? 

A. Well, I wanted her to have someone with her in 
case she needed something, which was the same situation as 
that last summer. 

Q. Well — and the reason I'm asking that, obviously, 
is having someone stay with her 24 hours a day was — meant 
they ~ particularly a staff member, meant they had to be 
taken off their regular duties, it was a substantial 
inconvenience to them and it meant that someone else had to 
cover their job. That's kind of a big deal if you do that 
for more than a few hours so that I assume it would be 
pretty simple to ask Lisa whether she wanted that or not, 
and since you didn't ask her, it seems logical to me that 
you must have had some other motivation that was fairly 
significant to think it was necessary. Did you think it was 
necessary, regardless of Lisa's wishes? 

A. Yeah, I thought it was necessary for the same 
reason as it had been necessary the first time, which was — 

Q. Okay. And why did you think it was necessary? 

A. So that she would have someone with her, so that 
someone, if she needed any help, could get the help. 
Whatever was needed, take a walk, call a friend, whatever. 
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Q. Why did she need help taking a walk? I mean, 
she's got a phone in the room. She can call for help, she 
can call you, she can call somebody else. Why does somebody 
need to be at her bedside or in her room 24 hours a day? 
What was she gonna need that would — seems to me what I 
would view as a fairly extraordinary measure, because there 
are plenty of sick people, plenty of injured people that 
can't afford and don't get that kind of care, so I assumed 
it was something — have you ever done this before other 
than Lisa's situation in the summer? 

A. Just that time. 

Q. Okay. Is there any other time, in your years in 
the church, where you've assigned someone to be watched 
24 hours a day? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How many times? 

A. Two or three times. 

Q. Okay. So two or three times since 1979 that 
you've been involved in that decision at least? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. That sounds fairly unusual and extraordinary. 

A. It is. 

Q. Okay. What was it about Lisa's condition, if 
that's — or her situation that you felt necessitated it 
here? 
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A. Just the way she was. I don't know what else to 
tell you. She was exactly like she was. She looked exactly 
like she was that first time, and I wanted her to have 
someone with her to care for her, and — 

Q. Were you concerned she was gonna run away? Were 
you concerned she was gonna walk out in traffic and get 
killed? I mean — 

A. No. 

Q. She was gonna eat a sandwich at two a.m.? I 
mean, what was it you needed somebody there for? 

A. In case she needed anything or wanted anything. 

Q. You didn't think she could do stuff for herself? 

A. I wasn't totally sure. 

Q. You weren't totally sure? 

A. No. 

Q. Why weren't you sure? 

A. Because of what she had done earlier that day. 

Q. Walking naked in traffic? 

A. That's right. And quite frankly, I didn't think 
that it was going to be more than a night or two, like the 
night, and probably we would be starting some auditing and 
get her fine, and it was rather shocking that it didn't go 
that way, that she got more psychotic as the time went by. 

Q. Okay. And I'm still not completely satisfied to 
understand why you had someone there, and whether I'm 
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satisfied, of course, is not the criteria, the criteria is 
whether you're being truthful and complete in your answer. 

A. I understand. 

Q. So that's not necessarily important, but the 

reason I'm continuing to ask about it is I'm — you must 

had, in your mind, some possibility or contingency or 
some problem that Lisa — was gonna require Lisa to ask for 
help or need help, and I'm unclear on what you thought might 
occur. 

You said just in case she needed something, but, 
obviously, you must have had something in your mind, either 
from past experiences or the two or three occasions you've 
done this in your career with the church, as to what — what 
the possibilities might have been? 

A. You know, I don't — I don't have a — any other 
answer except I really saw that she was in the same 
situation as she had been, and that — 

Q. Okay. 

A. — had worked very well, that she had liked that 
lady being there. It reassured her to have someone with 
her, because she at the time thought she was going to go 
crazy. That was her words, and I wanted her to feel that 
there was someone there as well, and I couldn't stay. 

Q. Okay. 

A. I don't even know that I didn't tell her that I 
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1 would try to get Susan. I may have told her that. I don't 

2 remember that, but those two had gotten to be on friendly 

3 terms. You know, they stayed several weeks together, so 

4 that's what I recall. 

5 Q. Okay. It strikes me as odd that you would 

6 assume — and I realize you have prior experience with Lisa, 

7 so that may be the answer — that having someone stay in 

8 your motel room 24 hours a day is — is kind of a tremendous 

9 invasion of privacy for most people, maybe not for Lisa. It 

10 seems unusual that you would assume that — that she would 

11 find that reassuring, because as I understand it, these 

12 people were not allowed to talk to Lisa. 

13 A. Oh, no, we were not at that point. I mean, 

14 Susan Green coming didn't mean you cannot talk to her. 

15 That's not true. 

16 Q. Okay. I thought you told me earlier you were 

17 concerned about talking with her in the car. 

18 A. Yeah, the least said the better, but, you know, 

19 you can talk. Later on, when the person was in a psychotic 

20 break, then don't do that. 

21 Q. And later on is when, the next day? 

22 A. Yeah. When I — it was either the next day or the 

23 day after that when it was evident that she really had 

24 gone worse. Then I organized more people being there 24 

25 hours, no speaking. 
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Q. 

So did you — 


A. 

That was a different thing at that point. 


Q. 

You determined by the — within 24 hours or 48 


hours at 

the most that she was undergoing a psychotic break? 


A. 

Right.

That was your conclusion?

One of the traits — some of them don't know the

so they have nothing to do. It's a general trait 

of, you 

know, someone like a criminal. Hitler would be a

suppressive person, but there are less — least — less 

stellar

examples. 

Q. 

Well, I would hope — 
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A. People that — 

Q* — if he's the only suppressive person — A. 

No, that would be right. 

Q. And I don't mean to be facetious, but my question 
I was trying to ask, and maybe I didn't phrase it right, was 
a suppressive person, as it's defined by Hubbard, means 
someone who has an antagonistic view or bad motivations 
toward the church? 

A. This is one definition. There are other 
definitions, including the person may not even know the 
church but would be against any group who seeks to help 
people — 

Q. So — 

A. — or seeks to do well, if you want, so it doesn't 
necessarily have to do with the church. You could be a 
suppressive person. Hitler did not know Scientology, which 
hadn't been founded yet, yet he was a suppressive person, 
and there are many examples in history. The percentage is 
about two and a half percent of the population, 
unfortunately, who really — I'm sure you've known some of 
those criminals who want to hurt people. 

Okay. So someone who is PTS is connected to such 

a person. 

Q. Okay. Connected in what way? 

A. Familial or friend or neighbor. 
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Q. Okay. Now, PTS, potential trouble source, is that 
defined as someone who's the trouble source for themselves 
and for the church? 

A. For themselves, for their family, for others, for 
the church. 

Q. Okay. And for the church? 

A. Right. 

Q. That's part of the definition? 

A. Right. 

Q. They're a trouble source not only for themselves 
but a trouble source for the church as well? 

A. That's right. 

Q. Okay. Explain that to me. 

A. In the past, whatever troubles were created for 
the church came from such people who were connected to 
people of that sort and who either chose not to explain to 
that person what Scientology really was for them or in some 
way did not — did not deal with it correctly, and so we do 
not process or train people who have such a connection until 
they have dealt with it for themselves. 

If it is just a misunderstanding on what the 
person is trying to do in Scientology, it's easily handled. 
The person explains what he's doing in Scientology, and if 
the person is not suppressive but simply didn't understand, 
it's — it goes well, say "Oh, okay. That's what you're 
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doing. Fine." 

When the person is definitely against anything and 
anyone getting better, he's, in truth, a suppressive person. 
Well, as long as that is the case, the person will not 
receive any auditing or training because it would just be to 
their detriment and ours. 

Q. Okay. Well, I think what I was getting at is that 
a potential trouble source is defined by Hubbard, who not 
only represents someone who has problems of their own but 
represents a problem for the church or a potential threat to 
the church? 

A. Yes, but it's not necessarily the emphasis. The 
emphasis would be they're trouble for themselves, for their 
friends, families and including the church. 

Q. But it is both? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. It is definitely both? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. So Lisa would be viewed as a type three PTS as 
someone who represented a threat to herself and a potential 
problem for the church? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. Okay. You're answering yes? 

A. I'm answering yes. 

Q. Okay. 
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MR. MCGARRY: She can't type down a nod. 

THE WITNESS: I got it. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. You started to mention that you had gotten 
all Lisa's folders brought to you. Had you done any work on 
the folders prior to talking to Debra Cook or before you 
started talking to Susan? 

A. I don't remember the exact sequence, but I — that 
night I started working on the folders, and I was working on 
the folders when Debbie Cook came around with Don Jason. 

Q. Who? 

A. Don Jason, who is just someone working with her or 
for her. 


Q. Don — 

A. Jason. 

Q. — Jason? 

A. And she asked me, you know, how I was doing on 
this, what I was doing, and I told her that I was planning 
on spending a few hours on the — on the folders to prepare 
for some auditing, and so it was organized that I would have 
some — that some of my functions would be redistributed for 
these hours, which I did then. 

I — that's when I got someone to call her 
co-workers to get their accounting on what happened. 


Q. Do you remember who you got to do that? I think 
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I asked you earlier and you didn't or do you? 

A. It may have been Suzanna Reisch (phonetic,) who 
was the director of processing. 

Q. She was a subordinate of yours? 

A. She was — yeah, she's a subordinate of — 

Q. A senior CS? 

A. No, not really. There is no direct command. See, 
there are two sorts of hierarchy, you might say. One is 
technical, which a senior CS is the top of that, and 
although administratively he is on an organizing board, he's 
at the lower place administratively. You have seniors who 
would want to know that he's doing his job basically, but as 
far as technical applications, he's the top person and he 
has full authority. 

Q. She's not a technical person even though she's 
director of processing? 

A. She is not a technical person per se. She assigns 
auditors to specific pre-clears to get their counseling. 

She makes sure that people get the service they need and 
want and this type of thing. 

Q. Okay. Well, then, that's a function you were 
doing for Lisa? You assigned a minister to her, and you 
were deciding what functions to get? Is that — 

A. No. 

Q. — normally a OS's function? 
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A. The assignment of administrator is not normally a 
CS function. He may recommend who he wants, knowing what 
the circumstances are, and the auditor of processing would 
say fine. 

Q. Did you check with her — 

A. No, because she was not even in a — under that 
particular director of processing. There are about 12 of 
them. 

j 

Q. Did you check with any director of processing? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. So you start working on the folders that 
night, and I'll ask you a little bit about that. 

Let's go back to the conversations. You've 
indicated — I think we're up to the point where you were 
fixing to call Susan and trying to get Susan to go stay with 
her. 

What happened after your conversation with Cook. 
Did you — did you make some — did you talk to Susan 
Green-Schnurrenberger directly? Did you go up to — 

A. I do not recall that detail. I may have asked 
Arthur to do that, but I — whatever — however it happened, 
I verified later that she was there. Someone did report to 
me, probably Arthur, that she was there with her. 

Q. Now, do the — the technical documents on either 
introspection run-downs or isolation watches or the search 
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and discovery process, do they indicate that a person who's 
psychotic should not be allowed to leave without the 
approval of the senior CS? 

A. It doesn't say that, no, but it does say a person 
needs to be isolated. 

Q. Okay. And what do you take that to mean? 

A. That means that they have to — 

Q. They can leave if they want to? 

A. Well, if she wanted to ~ if she had looked at 

me — 

Q. That's not my question. What do you interpret the 
isolation to mean? 

A. Iso — what I understand by it is that if the 
person is in a state that they will hurt themselves or 
somebody else, that they should be gently not allowed to do 
so so that they don't get into more trouble than they're in. 
That's what I understand by it. 

Q. But if they ask to leave — 

A. If they ask to leave — 

Q- — you have to let them leave? 

A. — which — sorry? 

Q. You have to let them leave if they ask to leave? 

A. No. if she had asked to leave, you know, which — 
let's say that night when I brought her back, if she said 
"No, I don't want *o stay there," I would say "Fine, you can 
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1 

go home," because she was not in a psychotic break at the

time, and I wouldn't consider that it would have been a bad

action for me to let her leave.

Afterwards, when she was in a worse condition

and — I certainly didn't want her to walk out into traffic

and get hurt or hurt somebody else or go out naked and be

Q. My question is not specifically directed to Lisa

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BY MR. CROW: 

Q. What happened after you had someone contact 
Susan and then you later verified that Susan was there? 

How'd you verify that, did you call the room? 

A. No. Somebody — I don't know precisely, but 
someone, I think, just mentioned it to me. Arthur may have 
called me. 

MR. CROW: We'll get into that in detail 

later. Let's — so leave those out and then we'll _ we'll 

talk about 'em in more detail. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. I'm sorry, I wasn't listening to your last 
response because I was talking to your lawyer there. 

A. I understand. I am not sure how I got the 
information that Susan was with Lisa. 

Q. Was there — 

A. I assume that Arthur told me about it. 

Q. After your initial conversation with Lisa, did you 
ever ask Lisa if she wanted to leave? 

A. No. 

Did you give — ever give her permission to leave? 
No. 

Did you ever authorize anyone else to let her

I don't think this was discussed. This is what I 
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assumed now, that if she had looked at anyone and said, 
being herself, I want to go, I don't think there was any 
problem. 

Q. Well, maybe I misunderstood that last response. 
You're telling me that an around-the-clock watch is 
organized and no one contemplated what to do if Lisa tried 
to leave? That was never discussed with anyone? 

A. No. When she was in that stage, it was understood 
that if she, in any way, did anything to hurt herself or 
other people, that she was to be gently guided back to the 
room if she, let's say, tried to leave. 

Q. Well, leaving doesn't necessarily hurt herself or 
other people per se. It might place her in danger. I 
understand what you're saying with that, if she's walking in 
front of traffic and gets run over by a car. 

A. Right. 

Q. But what I'm asking is if she asked to leave, if 

she made a request to leave, was — was — how was that to 

be handled? You're saying that that wasn't contemplated or 
was not discussed with a caretaker? 

A. (Shaking head.) 

Q. You just left it up — 

A. No. 

Q- — to them to do on their own or you didn't give 
them any direction at all? 
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A. Their directions from me precisely were to not do 
anything to her, make- sure that she had enough to eat, that 
she that there was no noise, no talking to — that could 
make her worse and that she could sleep in peace and rest 
and that if she was doing anything to hurt herself or other 
people, that, of course, they would have to gently prevent 
that from occurring. 

Q. Okay. What if she said I'd like to leave and go 
home? Is someone supposed to assess whether that's a crazy 
request or a psychotic request or an irrational request? 

Did you not discuss that with anyone? What if she tries to 
walk out the door? 

A. Well, that did occur. 

Q. I know it occurred. I'm asking you did you 
contemplate it in your discussions with people and you give 
them guidance? 

A. Well, not precisely like that, but if she was to 
do anything that could endanger herself — and I think that 
it was very obvious, if you were with her at that point, 
that it would have been detrimental for her, that it would 
not have been good for her. 

Q. Okay. Did you assume — at the time you left 
Morton Plant, did you assume the responsibility for Lisa's 
welfare? 

A. Yes, I did. 
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Q. On behalf of the church? 

A. Not officially. I didn't say — I didn't, you 
know, write a paper, I'm responsible for Lisa, but that was 
my'decision. 

Q. It wasn't just you personally, you assigned other 
employees to do that, right? 

A. Right, but I was in charge. 

Q. Were you in charge of her medical situation? 

A. No. 

Q. What were you in charge of? 

A. I was in charge of her spiritual betterment. I 
was in charge of her getting better. 

Q. Okay. And who was in charge of her physical 
welfare since you never looked at her after the Saturday 
that she arrived? 

A. The ladies that were with her were there to make 
sure she was comfortable, make sure that she ate, she slept. 

Q. Okay. My question is who's in charge of making 
sure that she's physically well, because the caretakers did 
different shifts, they didn't see her continuously, they 
didn't know necessarily the changes from day-to-day because 
of personnel change, so who was in charge of making sure 
that her health was maintained while she was in a psychotic 
state staying at your facility? 

A. There was no one assigned as a — in that 
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capacity. 

Q. Okay. Did you not — do you know Andrea, I 
believe, Sprecher? 

A. Right. 

Q. Did you go to her and ask that Janice Johnson be 
assigned and be taken off her normal responsibilities to 
help care for Lisa? 

A. I asked A.J. Sprecher for not just Janice but for 
Laura Arrunada and anyone else who could help on this. 

Q. Well, I'm asking about a specific conversation. 
Was there a specific conversation where you went to her and 
asked to take Janice off of her duties so she could be 
assigned full time because Emma Schamehorn was too elderly 
to maintain that job? 

A. That's true. 

Q. Are you telling me that you asked for Laura at 
that same time or a later time? 

A. I don't remember. I don't remember. 

Q. Okay. Did you ask for Janice to take a 
supervisory role or to ask to be a caretaker and sit in the 
room with her? 

A. I asked her to be there when needed and — 

Q. Be there when needed, what do you — 

A. Right. 

Q. — mean by that, when somebody calls on her or 
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just sit there by the bedside? 

A. Ho. I didn't — it wasn't the same as the other 
girls. 

Q. That was my observation, so what — 

A. Well, I — 

Q. What did you expect her to do? What did you ask 
her to do? What did you ask A.J. Sprecher? Those are 
multiple questions, so take a shot at it. 

A. Okay. Well, I felt I needed someone who was, in 
some way, familiar with handling sick people. 

Q. Someone with a medical background? 

A. With a medical background who knew — who were not 
afraid, even, of someone being ill or someone being in a 
distraught condition, and X know that whenever I wont to see 
Janice to go to a doctor or whatever, which happened a few 
times, that I felt very good with her, so — and Emma, whose 
job it would have been more than Janice, whom also I trusted 
fully in terms of how she was with people, was — she's in 
her seventies, and I didn't think she should be there. 

Q* Okay. Well, Janice wasn't there either, and so 
you're talk — Emma was functioning as, what I'll say, a 
caretaker? She was in the room watching after her for the 
first several days, was she not, doing a shift? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. You didn't ask Janice to do shifts, did 
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you? 

A. No, but I think she did a couple times. I did not 
specifically want that. 

Q. What did you want — at what point in time do you 
go to A.J. and ask for this? 

A. I don't know. It may have been the next day or 
the day afterwards. 

Q. In the first couple of days? 

A. First three days. 

Q. Within the first three days? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. So — and was Janice present during your 
conversation with A.J.? 

A. I may have had two conversations with A.J. — 

Q. Okay. 

A. — because I see one in my office and one in — 
elsewhere, and one was with — alone, I'm pretty sure. 

Q. Was one with Janice present? 

A. No. And — no, I don't recall that. 

Q. Did you ever — did you ever ask Janice or tell 

Janice what you wanted her to do? Did you talk to her? 

A. Yeah, actually. 

Q. Okay. What did you tell her you wanted her to do? 

A. I don't know the order of that or the exact date, 
but I know that there is a point where I wanted her to be in

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week? It was — 

A. Right, definitely. 

Q. Obviously, if she's being taken off her regular 
that frees up her tine all day long, so I assume 
that this wasn't a ten-minute-a—day responsibility — 

A. Ho. No. 

Q* — presented to Janice? 

A. I wanted her to have the time. 

Q. Okay. And did you ask A.J. that she be taken off 
her regular duties? 

A. I don't know that I said like — something like 
that. I said be given good time or — I don't know exactly 
what term I used, but I wanted her to be allowed to do that 
or be able to do that. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Whatever that meant, you know, whatever t im e she 
had to — 

Q. You didn't discuss it with A.J., whether it was a 
couple times a day or how many — how much time it might 
take her? 

A. No. I may have said hours a day. I don't know 
exactly. I do not remember exactly. 

Q. Did you — did you ask it to be on a full-time 
basis? Do you recall saying that? 

A. Maybe at one point I said that, could she sleep 
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with her tonight or something like that. 

Q. No, I'm talking about oversee her care on a 
full-time basis. 

A. I don't think so. I — I may have said full time 
for e certain amount of time, for the next two or three 
days, but I don't think I said — 

Q. Okay. 

A. — be full time there until it's all final. 

Q. Okay. Well, Emma was an elderly person? 

A. Right. 

Q. You didn't ask Janice to be a caretaker except 
maybe for one night? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. Is there any reason Emma couldn't have 
checked on her a couple times a day without — even though 
she's 70? 

A. Well — okay. There is a point where I knew that 
Lisa was violent, which is maybe three days into this or 
four days into this, and I knew then for sure that Emma 
shouldn't be there. 

Q. Well, are you saying that you expect Janice to 
overpower — 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. 

A. I'm saying — 
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Q. You're assigning her to actually care ~ care for 
Lisa or to check on the other people who are caring for her? 

A. No. I'm saying that one of the criteria that I 
had to even choose the other girls were okay, they were not 
meek little things that would be scared, and that's really 
the truth of the matter. If ~ those girls were usually 
very responsible people and had the certain size and were 
not afraid, and that's the truth, like Heather, like 
Valerie — 

Q. Demange? 

A. — Demange. 

These girls, you know, have a good presence, 
they're responsible and they were not elderly. They were — 
they were physically able to gently put her back in the room 
if needed or whatever was needed to not be at the effect 
receiving point of any violence or anything like that. 

Q. Did you get — I'm still having some difficulty 
understanding what you expected Janice to do in contrasting 
with the caretakers who were in there for eight- to 
10- to 16-hour shifts watching after her. 

What was your expectation that Janice would do in 
terms of her interaction with Lisa, in terms of her 
interaction with other caretakers, in terms of her 
interaction with you? 

A. Okay. I understand your question. 
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Her proper job is — was, at the time, medical 
liaison officer, which is a person who has connections to 
doctors, dentists and such for the explicit purpose of 
sending to them parishioners or staff members in need of 
such attention, so she, at the time, was definitely an 
important person, I felt, because she, for instance, was in 
good communication with David Minkoff. 

Q. Before this, you knew she talked to Minkoff all 
the time? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And — and she — you know, her background was, in 
my mind at the time, good to — to deal with it in terms of 
not be afraid but really see exactly what was there and make 
sure that she had whatever she needed. 

Q. Did you — 

A. So she was more of a liaison, if you will, on the ] 
physical sort of things, the well-being, the comfort, the 
food, the — you know, later on, when there was medicine 
administered, she had part in that. She was — 

MR. TITUS: May I ask him something? 

MR. CROW: Pardon? 

MR. TITUS: May I ask him something? 

MR. CROW: Sure. 

(Whereupon, the witness and Mr. Titus spoke off the record.) 
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MR. TITUS: I just wanted to make sure we 

get — 

MR. CROW: Get what? 

MR. TITUS: You had asked a question I never 
thought about, so I wanted to — 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. 

A. I could even say more about that. 

MR. TITUS: Okay. No. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Go ahead. You were — 

A. He's just asked me, so you know, whether I knew 
for sure that she — that Janice had contact with David 
Minkoff before that and if not her — oh, I'm sure she did. 
I'm certain she did. She was — yeah, of course. 

Q. So you wanted Janice to actually physically see 
Lisa and see how she was doing? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you expected her to go there a couple of times 
a day to check on her? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. And you -expected her to take action if something 
needed to be taken, or did she have to check back with you 
before she did anything? 

A. No. If she — 
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Q. For instance, if Lisa became ill and needed to go 
to the hospital, did she have to check back with you or — 

A. No. 

Q. -- she could make that decision on her own? 

A. She could have made that decision. Anyone could 
have made that decision. 

Q. Any of the caretakers could make ~ 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. You mentioned the contact with Minkoff. How often 
did you talk to Janice? 

A. Ten, 12 times, 15 times. 

Q. Pretty much every day? 

A. Yeah. Either talked or gotten a report from her 
as well or called her on the phone or, you know — 

Q. So you were in pretty much daily communication 
with Janice as to Lisa's welfare? 

A. Right. 

\ 

Q. And did that continue up until the day of her 
death? 

A. Yeah, except there was, unfortunately, a couple 
days when she wasn't on the scene. 

Q. Okay. What were those couple of days? 

A. This was the weekend just before. 

Q. Okay. Did you not talk to anyone or did you talk 
to someone else? 
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A. Well, I had — I don't remember exactly, but I did 
have some data out of those days. I'm not sure if it's one 
of those days, but I did go down myself and talk to Rita 
Boykin one night, and I'm not sure if it's one of those 
days or one day before that, but within the last four or 
five days I went down and talked to Rita Boykin and — one 
night late. I sent Lacy to get some data for me a couple 
times, Lacy Spencer, who was my assistant. 

Q. You're not talking about the weekend before Lisa's 
death, are you, or are you? 

A. No, I am. I'm not totally certain of my dates, 
right, but I did know, without Janice being there, that — 
what was happening those days. 

Q. Okay. When did Janice come back on the scene? 

A. Probably the Monday sometime. 

Q. Okay. Did you talk to Janice on Monday? 

A. Yes, I think so. 

Q. What did she tell you, Lisa's doing better, Lisa's 
doing worse? 

A. I don't totally recall. There is — I think it's 
that day where I specifically wanted her to see Lisa, 
because someone — one of the caretakers had mentioned 
something that maybe she had a sore throat possibly, and I 
don't know if it was that Monday or — 

Q. Well, caretakers were also writing things like she 
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can't walk anymore, too. I assume that would have raised a 
red flag — 

A. Right. 

Q. — when you read that? 

A. Right. 

Q. Well, as of Monday, did Janice go down — during 
the day sometime did you talk to her? When did you talk to 
her? 

A. I want to say at night, but I'm not totally 
certain. 

Q. Okay. Now, when was it that you talked to Janice 
and told her you wanted to make sure she went and saw Lisa? 
Did that conversation — 

A. Yeah. 

Q. — occur at night? 

A. I think — no, no, no. That would have been 
during the day. No.

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still in your control, you're not gonna let her walk out, 
there's no phone in there, she's psychotic, she can't call 
anybody for help.

She gets so 
weak she's unable to walk, which seems to me to be a pretty 
serious thing. What do you do about it or what do you 
direct other people to do about it? Do you go find out? Do 
you go look at her? Do you have someone else look at her? 
You tell me what you did. 

(Whereupon, the court reporter had to change disks in 
computer due to malfunction.) 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Do you remember the question? 

A. I remember the question. I don't have a good 
answer. 

Q. Well, I didn't ask you why you didn't do anything 
yet. I'm just asking what you did do. You haven't told me 
that you did nothing, so I assume that something happened. 

A. I'm sorry to take the time. I just don't -- 

Q. Take as much time as you need. 

It's been a couple minutes now and you haven't 
answered. Do you not recall doing anything? 

A. I don't precisely recall.

Q. Well, I don't care whether it's precise or 
imprecise. I just need what your recollection is, and if 
you need to qualify your recollection, you're free to do

Q. And certainly, if there was an emergency, you 
wouldn't hesitate?

Q. Did you ask Janice, when she wrote the note, two 
liters of water in the next eight hours, only medical people 
watch her, what the concern was? 
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A. Ho, I did not. 

Q. Did you talk to Janice about Lisa's inability to 
walk at any point in time? 

A. No. 

Q. We have no caretaker notes after Sunday. Did 
you — are there any caretaker notes that were done for 
Sunday evening, Monday or Tuesday that you're aware of? 

A. I suppose so, because there were — you know, that 
was the instructions, that I did get notes. 

Q. Did you destroy any notes? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. Did you put those notes in the PC file? 

A. I — either in the PC file or on the PC file.

Q. So your recollection of the notes for the portion 
of Sunday ve don't have and for Monday and for Tuesday 
before her death that you continued to get reports that she 
wasn't able to walk, she still wasn't eating enough, she 
still wasn't drinking enough? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. Was there any indication that she was active or 
combative or fighting — 

A. Actually — 

Q. — or was it she was more docile? 

A. No. I think that Sunday — I think, I'm not 
totally sure, but it seemed better, actually, the day 
before. 

Q. Is that from the notes, or is that from reading 
over the — over the notes of the testimony in the last two 
days? 

A. Some recollection. I don't know where from. 

Q. You don't know whether it's from reading over the 
notes of somebody else's deposition or whether it's from 
reading the notes —

A. I — 

Q. — if any? 

A. Ho. That's — what I answered to you was correct 
earlier, that there was not much change. 

Q. Were you concerned that over that three- to 
four-day period she was unable to — apparently unable to 
walk? 

A. Yes, I was concerned. 

Q. Okay. And who did you discuss that concern with? 

A. I did not discuss it, and, see, maybe I should 
tell you that overall, I was not very communicative about 
this at all. I — because — for one thing, it wasn't what 
we called per policy. It was — bringing her was an 
infraction on my part, so — 

Q. Well, your superior, Debra Cook, knew about it? 

It was no secret, right? 

A. Yeah, but I don't know that she did know when 
it got worse. I don't know how much she knew about that 
particularly. Maybe in general terms, you know, once in a 
while "Is she doing better? 

"Yeah. Last night she slept a little more," but I 
wasn't in — I wasn't in great lengthy communication with 
other people about that. 

Q. Well, I don't understand that. I mean, you were 
getting written notes from 'em, you called Janice when you 
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had concerns. Why did — why did that prevent you from 
taking action if Lisa appeared to be ill? 

A. Well, see, that's the thing, that I didn't think 
that there was any danger. 

Q. So you don't think a person too weak to walk is 
physically ill? 

A. I did not see that as such at the time. Right or 
wrong, I did not. I saw it as — 

Q. What did you see it as? 

A. As she is in a psychotic break. 

Q. Okay. Well, she had been in a psychotic break 
for 18 days, okay, and she had been moving around earlier 
and combative earlier and had not been so weak she couldn't 
stand or walk, and if I recall — and I don't have Rita's 
notes in front of me, but it said that she tried to stand 
but was still too weak. 

Okay. Now, that doesn't strike me as being 
something that relates to a psychotic break, it strikes me 
as a description of her physical ability to stand. Is that 
how you interpreted it when you received the note or did you 
read it differently? 

A. Okay. I thought, well, okay, she obviously still 
is not eating enough or sleeping enough. I had that plus 
the fact that she was psychotic, and if I thought at any 
point that she was in some physical danger of being ill, I 
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would have taken a completely different course, and that 
wasn't my opinion. I wasn't — I wasn't trying to let her 
die. That wasn't what I was trying to do. 

Q. I'm not suggesting you were. 

A. I know. I'm just — 

Q. I'm asking you why you didn't prevent it. 

A. I know. I know you're not saying that, but if I 

had any inkling that it was that bad or that she was in 
danger physically, medically, I definitely would have done 
something. 

Q. What — if being too weak to walk 
and not eating enough and not drinking enough over an 18 
period — 18-day period doesn't trigger you to believe that 
she's in some physical distress, what — what were you 
looking for? What were you expecting before you took some 
action to have her seen by a doctor, or did you — because 
Janice is a doctor, you relied on her? 

A. Well, I — the fact of the matter is I did have 
Laura and Janice being medically trained, and I can't recall 
any of their reports being very alarming as to her physical 
condition, and right or wrong, I did not interpret anything 
of what I saw as her life is in danger. 

As soon as I thought there was something bad 
occurring, then, okay, "Wow, yes, let's go to the hospital.' 

Q. Okay. But that's not really true, is it? Minkofi

Q. Is that around five that you talked to Janice? 

A. Just in those terms, that I knew that Laura wanted 
her there. 

Q. Okay. I thought you told me that you had contact 
with Jan — and maybe it was Lacy reporting back to you, but 
I thought someone communicated to you, and I thought it was 
Janice, that she's already on the way? 

A. Yes. 

Q. When was that? 

A. Around dinnertime, late — late afternoon, 5:30, 
six. I don't know. 

Q. Okay. And she gets to the hospital at 9:30, so 
we're talking four hours before she's at the hospital? 

A. That seems too much, because she — see, they 
left — I would imagine they left around 7:30 — seven, 7:30 
maybe, maybe eight. It was after dinner. 

Q. Well, I'm asking you when you got the call, and I 
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think you initially told me it was late afternoon. 

A. Yes. 

Q. And I think that's what you said in your statement 
to the police. 

A. Right. 

Q. Not that I would rely on that, but is that your 
best recollection — 

A. Yes. 

Q. — that it was around five? 

A. 5:30, six. I don't know. Dinner is about six 
o'clock. 


Q. It seems to be getting later now. Okay. 

A. Well, because I'm trying to logically see how — I 
know that they didn't lose any time on leaving for the 
hospital. 

Q. Well, I'm not asking you to reconstruct what you 
think is favorable or unfavorable. I'm asking for your 
recollection. If you don't have one, then you need to say 
you don't have one. If you have one and you think it's five 
o'clock, like you told me earlier, then you need to say 
that, and if what you told me earlier was incorrect, then 
you need to say it was incorrect, but you need to — in 
other words, I don't want you to change your testimony to 
try to reconcile it with some other fact. I want your 
recollection. 
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A. I understand. So I don't know the precise time. 
It was around dinnertime. Dinner is at six o'clock. 

Q. Okay. When do you eat dinner? When did you eat 
dinner? 

A. Six 9 'clock. 

Q. Okay. I take it that you weren't at dinner when 
you received the page? 

A. No. I don't think that I — 

Q. So it must have been before dinner? 

A. No. It may have been during dinner, because I 
usually ate something fast at my desk, a sandwich or 
something. 

Q. So now you think it's maybe six o'clock? 

A. I imagine so. I can't swear by it, but it's 

around that time. 

Q. Okay. And is that about when you talked to 
Janice? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. Okay. And when is it that she comes back? Is it 
an hour later, at seven? 

A. Something like that. 

Q. So an hour passes. 

How long does it take Janice to get over there — 

A. A few minutes. 

Q. — to the Coachman building? 
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A. A few minutes. 

Q. Okay. When Janice comes back, does she give you 
an explanation for why an hour has passed? 

A. No. 

Q. Does she tell you what she's been doing with Lisa? 

A. No. All she's told me is what I told you earlier, 

which is that she was septic and she — she ram to the 
office — 

Q. She lost a lot of weight? 

A. Yes. 

She came to my office, and she was obviously sort 
of out of breath and worried and she took that seriously. 

Q. Well, did she say that she's in serious shape, 
she's in danger, she's in — 

A. She's septic, and I said, "What is septic?” she 
said, "It's like a big infection and it needs to be handled 
fast.” 

"Okay. What's the handling? 

"It's a large dose of antibiotics. 

"Okay. How do we do that? Let's call 
Dr. Minkoff." 

So I have — I had a phone in my office which had 
two receivers, so we were both on the line with him. Then 
took place what I told you earlier. 

Q. Okay. And was there some conversation about how 
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sick she is and whether she's too sick to go up to New Port 
Richey versus to go to — 

A. No. 

Q. Let me finish the question before you start 
answering. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. — versus going to Morton Plant? 

A. No. There was no conversation like that. 

Q. Are you certain about that? 

A. I don't recall — 

Q. It's important. 

A. I understand, but I don't recall one. 

Q. All right. You sounded certain that there wasn't 
a conversation. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. That's different than — 

A. Well, see, when you asked me again, then I 
thought well, maybe he has knowledge of such conversation, 
so I tried to recall. No, I don't think so. I don't recall 
such conversation. 

Q. Well — and the reason that's important is that — 
I'm assuming that the decision of whether she's too sick to 
go to New Port Richey and needs to go to Morton Plant, you, 
as a non-medical person, would have no input and no say in 
that?

Q. So that if conversation did occur, you would not 
have had any input — you would not have been a factor in 
which hospital she went to based upon that? 

A. Not just that, but I would have said Morton Plant. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Do you see what I mean? I — 

Q. I think you're misunderstanding my question, okay? 
I'm not saying that someone said she was that sick. I'm 
saying was there a conversation — did Dr. Minkoff ask or 
say if she's that sick, take her to Morton Plant and Janice 
say she's not that sick, we can come up there? 

A. No, that did not take place. 

Q. Did not take place? 

A. No. In fact, all I recall of that communication 
was "If you want antibiotics, I will have to see her or she 
goes to the hospital." He said, "She should go to a 
hospital," and then I intervened and said, "David, I don't 
want her to go to just any hospital, would you see her? I 
don't want her to go in the psyche ward," and he said, 

"Okay, but hurry. I have to get up at three o'clock in the 
morning," and that's — that was more the subject of the 
rush even. 
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Q. I take it Janice did not tell you that — why she 
felt she was septic — 

A. We didn't — 

Q. — what symptoms she had? 

A. No. 

Q. Did she tell you anything in terms of how severe 
the infection was? In other words, there's been some 
discussion that there were abrasions or marks over her 
extremities and that those were believed, by Janice, to be 
what's called septic petechiae. Did she mention what the 
evidence of sepsis was that she was relying on to make 
whatever diagnosis she had made? 

A. She did not tell me those things. 

Q. Okay. And if I understood you correctly, she 
wanted Minkoff to prescribe medicine over the phone based 
upon what she determined was Lisa's problem? 

A. That's the impression I had. 

Q. Impression? I mean, is that what happened or not 
what happened? 

A. Yeah, I think that she assumed that he would 
prescribe antibiotics — 

Q. Over the phone — 

A. — over the phone. 

Q. — without seeing the patient? 

A. Or — yeah, or — I don't know exactly, but that's 
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the impression I had then. 

Q. Well, did — Minkoff said, "No, I won't prescribe 
it without seeing the patient”?

Q. Did Dr. Minkoff ask how Janice had determined she 
was septic, or did he simply accept that representation by 
her? 

A. I don't remember that. I don't really. 

Q. Have we discussed your knowledge of all that 
conversation? Is there anything you remember about that 
conversation we haven't talked about? 

A. No. The main — the main thing that I really 
recall is — which I think is important, is that he felt — 
he said, "Okay, but hurry up, okay. I need to go home," 
like, you know, I don't want to stay here tonight, because I 
get up at three in the morning, and that — you know, I 
think now it's important because either he didn't know 
exactly what was occurring or he didn't think that there was 
such a great danger for her to travel 45 minutes. 

Q. Were there any other medical terms used in the 
conversation? 

A. Not that I remember. 

Q. Okay. In your statement to the police you said, 
if I recall correctly, that you didn't understand a lot of 
the conversation because it was medical terms. Was that 
true or is that a lie? 

A. No, no, that's true.

exactly?

Okay. So there were other medical terms used? 

I don't know, but when — 

You don't? 

— when she said septic, like what does that mean 
Later on there was —

her? 

A. No. 

Q. Why not? 

A. I don't have an explanation. 

Q. Is there some specific publication that says that 
senior — as a case supervisor you're not allowed to 
visually look at the person as opposed to — because I 
assume, you know, people come and go every day and you see 
people in the hallway and you look at people and that 
wouldn't be a big violation. I may be wrong, but — 

A. No, you're right, but they would not necessarily 
know that you're the case supervisor either. 

Q. Okay. Well, did Lisa know you were her case 
supervisor? 

A. Well, she would have assumed that, I'm sure, 
because I said we were doing — we were going to do some 
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counseling, so she would know that. 

Q. Okay. Lisa was psychotic, wasn't she? 

A. I know she was. 

. Q. Okay. So she wouldn't have known who you were? 
A. I know. 

Q. She hardly knew who you were in the emergency 

room. 


A. Yeah, I know, but listen, this is what I thought 
was the right thing. It was wrong. Maybe — you know, 

maybe I should have gone there twice a day, three times a 

day. I don't know. 

Q. I'm asking you — you cite me the publication 
where it says, in all of these voluminous writings of 
Mr. Hubbard, that if you're functioning as a case 
supervisor, you cannot see or be seen by whoever's receiving 
the counseling. Is there a sentence, a line, a paragraph 
that says that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Tell me where that is. 

A. It's called CS Series Mo. 55, and it's called the 

Ivory Tower Rule. 

Q. And what does it say? 

A. That the case supervisor best CSs in seclusion. 

Q. Okay. And what does that mean? 

A. That he does not have any contact, either with the 
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minister or the person receiving the counseling in terms — 

Q. Contact in terms of being seen by them or contact 
in terms of communications or — 

A. Communication. 

Q. Okay. So it doesn't say you can't see 'em 
visually? 

A. Well, no, but I'll tell you it was, to me, even 
more important not to disturb her or not to add any other 
factor into what was already happening. 

Q. Okay. Well — 

A. And that was my thought then. Maybe it's wrong, 
and in retrospect now, I would do differently. 

Q. I'm just asking you — trying to figure out the 
basis for it. You said you were following the rules — 

A. That's right. 

Q. — and it doesn't appear that the rule requires 
that, so what rule is it that prevented you from looking at 
Lisa, because this says you can't be in communication with 
'em. 

A. Well, I'll tell you that the one time when I went 
down to see her, the one time when I entered her room, 
she — her head went up and she said, "Awe, Mr. Kartuzinski, 
you're here.” 

Q. And that was on the 23rd or the 24th? 

A. Right. 
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Q. So she recognized you? 

A. She recognized me. 

Q. Okay. Is it a problem if she recognizes you? 

. A. No, it's not. I'm just telling you the fact that 
for sure she would have been in contact with me if I had 
gone down to see her. For sure she would have talked to me, 
I would have talked to her, and maybe it would have been 
better. I don't know at this point, you know. I've thought 
of that a lot, and I thought, well, maybe I should have 
gone. Maybe she expected me to come, maybe not. I don't 
know, but that's what I thought I was doing at the time. 

Q. If I recall the Search and Discovery technical 
bulletin that indicates that type threes should never be 
handled in any place, that doesn't have hospital facilities. 

A. You're right. 

Q. Were you familiar with that — 

A. Yes, I am. 

Q* — at the time you were doing this? 

And do you understand why that is? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Why is that? 

A. Because then you are in the position where if 
anything occurs, it can be handled right away by people who 
know what they're doing medically. 

Q. Okay. 
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A. And if there was such a facility, I would have 
used that. There was no such facility. 

Q. Anywhere in the United States? 

. A. Well, I don't know of one. 

Q. Okay. Well, then what does that — that 
bulletin's kind of useless, I guess. Does that mean you 
can't do the search and discovery anyplace? 

A. No, the search and discovery can be done anyplace. 
That's not what we're talking about. The search and 
discovery is for PTS type twos. I would like to — 

Q. Do you have that with you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. 

(Whereupon, a break was taken.) 

MR. CROW: Can I keep these bulletins that 

you brought? 

MR. TITUS: Yeah, you can. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. I was pointing out a page to you — 

A. Yes. 

Q. — dealing with type threes in that Search and 
Discovery bulletin. 

A. Yes. So it says here — 

Q. And does it not indicate that — the necessity for 

medical treatment and intravenous feedings?

A. It does. 

Q. Okay. And certainly — were you equipped to do 
that at the Fort Harrison? 

A. No, you're right. 

Q. Were you aware of those requirements at the time 
you did this? 

A. Yes. There is, however, some other bulletin that 
I should alert you to, which was the introspection run-down 
bulletin itself — 

Q. I'm familiar with that. 

A. — which gives specific steps on how to proceed. 

Q. Does it overrule those requirements for type 
three? 

A. It does not. It compliments it. 

Q. Okay. So the — the requirements that the type 
threes be dealt with only in a facility that has hospital 
facilities was in place when you chose to do what you did in 
this case? 

A. I'm sorry? 

Q. Okay. The — what appears to be a directive in 
there that only organizations with hospital facilities can 
deal with type threes — 

A. Well, I'd like to read that aloud, if you don't 

mind. 

Q. Okay. 
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A. It says, "The modern mental hospital with its 
brutality" — 

Q. This is what I'm referring to right here. Let me 
read it into the record. That's what I'm asking about. 

"The task with a type three is not treatment as 
such. It is to provide a relatively safe environment and 
quiet and rest and no treatment of a mental nature at all. 
Giving him a quiet court with a motionless object in it 
might do the trick if he is permitted to sit there 
unmolested. Medical care of a very unbrutal nature is 
necessary, as intravenous feeding and soporifics (sleeping 
and quietening drugs) may be necessary. Such persons are 
sometimes also physically ill from an illness with a known 
medical cure." 

And I believe there's another part. I'll probably 
have to look through my part here. Let me read through. I 
can't find it, but I believe there's language in here 
indicating that they should be handled only by workers 
of the hospital facilities. 

A. At the very end of the bulletin. 

Q. I don't think that's what I'm talking about, but 
point to the item you're referring to. 

A. "Before anything effective can be done in this 
field, a proper institution would have to be provided, 
offering only rest, quiet and medical assistance for 
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intravenous feedings and sleeping drafts where necessary but 
not as treatment and where no treatment is attempted until 
the person looks recovered and only then a search and 
discovery involved as above under type two.” 

Q. Okay. Turn to the first page. Okay. What does 
that say? 

A. "Type three is beyond the facilities of orgs not 
equipped with hospitals as these are entirely psychotic.” 

Q. Okay. Were you familiar with that directive? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Has that changed? 

A. No, but — 

Q. Lisa was type three, we're in agreement on that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You're not an org equipped with hospital? 

A. You're right. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Can I point out other writings, though? 

Q. Sure. 

A. Okay. This is the Auditor's Code. 

Q. You gonna leave me copies of all those I hope? 

A. Absolutely. Point 27, "A promise to refuse to 

permit any being to be physically injured, violently 
damaged, operated on or killed in the name of mental 
treatment,” and this is what I was operating from. 
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Then introspection run-down. 

MR. TITUS: You got that already. 

MR. MCGARRY: Might as well leave us with us. 
Our copies. I'm not so sure, are the latest updates that you 
have. I'm sure they get supplemented. 

MR. CROW: I think there are several. 

MR. TITUS: Can you make a copy of this? 

MR- CROW: Okay. 

MR. TITUS: You can have a copy. I just want 

to keep it. 

MR. CROW: Okay. 

THE WITNESS: Introspection run-down. Steps 
of the run-down. "0: On the person in a psychotic break 
isolate the person wholly with all attendants completely 
muzzled, no speech." 

".00: Give vitamins, B complex, including niacin 
and minerals, calcium and magnesium to build the person up," 
and then it gives the steps of the run-down. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. Now, that doesn't say whether it has to be 
in a facility with — with hospital facilities or not? 

A. Absolutely not. 

Q. So it doesn't contradict the other directives, 
does it? 

A. You know, it would be nice if there were such

facilities. They just don't exist at this point. We

have ~ you know, I already told you I violated the other 


3 

policy of bringing someone like this back to the Flag. I 


4 

told you that — already that I did do that. It does say 


5 

not to do it. 


6 

Q. Okay. My point is is that the writings clearly 


7 

recognize that the reason for that is the need for medical 


8 

treatment including intravenous feeding? 


9 

A. Right. 


10 

Q. Which it's apparent Lisa was in need of and did 


11 

not receive? 


12 

A. You're right. 


13 

Q. Did you consider that — since this a requirement 


14 

and there's a reason behind the requirement, did you monitor 


15 

Lisa's situation to see if she was in any need of 


16 

intravenous feeding or intravenous hydration throughout her 


17 

stay or did you ask Janice to do that or anyone else? 


18 

A. I did not ask anyone else or Janice to 


19 

specifically do that, monitor that. 


20 

Q. Okay. Well, were you aware she was losing weight, 


21 

you were aware — from what you've told me today, you were 


22 

getting reports that she wasn't eating enough and she never 


23 

ate enough, apparently, to get healthy enough and be 


24 

audited? 


25 

A. Except for a few days, you're right. 
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1 Q. So she never had a sufficient diet through — 

2 except for an isolated day or two, from what you're telling 

3 me — . 

4 .A. That's right. 

5 Q. — throughout the 18 — 17-, 18-day stay? 

6 A. You're right. 

7 Q. Was anybody paying attention to how sick she was 

8 getting? 

9 A. I would say so, that, reading those reports, these 

10 ladies were concerned about her. I would say so. 

11 Q. Okay. You understand that the caretakers may stay 

12 for a day here, two or three days in a row, but only you and 

13 Janice, as far as I know, had contact with her over a 

14 15-day period and would have seen the change in her 

15 condition. 

16 Now, you didn't see her, but you got consistent 

17 reports over time. Janice saw her over time. Caretakers 

18 were not in that position, were they? 

19 A. No. A couple of them were there a little more 

20 than others, that's for sure. 

21 Q. Right, but nobody was there for 10 or 12 days in a 

22 row, were they? 

23 A. No. 

24 Q. And so they wouldn't be aware of how much weight 

25 she had lost from day one to day 15 necessarily, would they? 
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A. Well, I guess not. 

MR. TITUS: Isn't that kind of a general 

question? 

MR. CROW: Yeah, it is a general question. 

You're right. 

MR. TITUS: Some of them would be. I mean, 
some of the ones who were there for more than — maybe not 
from day one to day 15 but from day seven to 15 or day nine 
to 15. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. Was there anybody that you know that was 
there from day seven to 15, for like seven days in a row? 

A. No. I think Rita was there quite a few days 
towards the end there. 

Q. Okay. I think we have notes for three or four 
days toward the end — 

A. Right. Okay. 

Q. — but I don't think I have her, you know, being 
there consistently for five or six or seven days. I didn't 
see anyone — of course we don't have all the notes that 
you've seen, because, for some reason, they didn't make it 
to us, but did you, in reviewing the notes, think you had 
anybody consistently there over a 10-day period other than 
Janice? 

MR. TITUS: For this particular purpose? 
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BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Anybody that had any contact with her for any 
purpose for a 10-day period as a caretaker? 

A. No. I think possibly Heather was there in the 
beginning and towards the end. 

Q. With a break in between or maybe in between, too, 
but not consistent? 

A. Yeah, you're right. She — she may have seen a 
change for sure. 

Can I just go back to an earlier question you 
asked me about — 

Q. Of course. 

A. — the — yeah. The Fort Harrison was not what is 
described in this bulletin. It is not. I just wanted to 
say that my concern with any other facility was that she 
would have then been subjected to what our belief is very 
bad for a person. 

We don't really know what goes on in these 
institutions, but you may have read a recent article where 
they describe very, you know, horrible conditions that these 
people are in, and that, throughout, was my concern about 
not having her in a medical institution other than one that 
I would think was with respect of what is written here, and 
that is why, at the end, I asked David to see her there, 
because at least he would know not to put her in such a 
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situation, and that's the truth of the matter. It's not 
that I wanted to deny her such. On the contrary, it would 
have been very welcome, because, you know, that would have 
been the correct thing to do. 

Q. Well, Minkoff was there on the — November 18th, 
wasn't he? He was available to you then just as he was on 
December 5th? 

A. That's true. There was no way at that point that 
there was any situation, nothing. 

Q. No, but within two days it was a pretty bad 
situation, was it not? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. And she wasn't eating, wasn't drinking? 

A. You're right. In retrospect this was a 
complete — I don't know how to say it, but it was very bad 
for the girl, and it just wouldn't be like that now. It 
just would be impossible. 

Q. Okay. Did — did you inform anyone else — you 
said Debra Cook is the captain. Is she the head person at 
Flag? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. She knew that Lisa was staying there? 

A. Right. 

Q. And did she know that Lisa was a type three? 

A. No. I — I wouldn't say that. I stated to her 
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1 that she was over restimulated. 

2 Q. Okay. Well, you told Dr. Minkoff that Lisa was a 

3 type three, did you not? 

4 . A. Yes. 

5 Q. Who else did you discuss it with? 

6 A. That was it. 

7 Q. Did you discuss it with Brian Anderson? 

8 A. I'm not sure. He — no, I don't think I did 

9 personally. 

10 Q. Okay. Well, I guess — 

11 A. See, he would have been — he would have gotten 

12 some information from his staff that was at the Horton Plant 

13 Hospital, which I never got to tell you about that. 

14 Q. Okay. 

15 A. When I was at the hospital and as I was — while 

16 Joe was asking questions to Lisa when I was outside, I saw 

17 Umberto Fontana there talking to the doctor — to a doctor 

18 and showing him some publication of the church or something 

19 like that, and Judy was there as well, Judy 

20 Goldsberry-Weber, and there was — Annie Mora was at the 

21 hospital as well at that point. 

22 The reason why I'm describing that to you was 

23 because Brian would then have been informed of that — of 

24 the incident of Lisa walking in the street naked. 

25 Q. Okay. And you thought she was somewhat psychotic?

1 A. Yeah. 

2 Q. And, obviously, everyone else thought — I mean, 

3 the whole reason for everybody to show up was to prevent an 

4 involuntary hospitalization because she was deemed to be 

5 mentally ill and incapable of handling herself? 

6 A. Right. 
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Q. And — and so everyone would be aware that there 
was this mentally ill patient that was then taken to the 
Fort Harrison? 

A. Well, they — I don't know if they — what they 
thought. I thought that she was not worse than the first 
time, that — 

MR. MCGARRY: That summer? 

THE WITNESS: That summer. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. On Saturday? 

A. Right. And she wasn't really. She did not look 
like she looked a few days later. 

Q. So your — your testimony today is that you never 
discussed it with Debra Cook after that? 

A. No, I didn't say that. I think I did — I did see 
her occasionally, you know, where I informed her of — you 
know, she's sleeping, she's not sleeping, this type of data. 
Not more than that. 

I — actually, after I saw Lisa that time that I 
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described to you where she was really not doing well at all, 
I called Debbie Cook and I asked her if she could help me to 
organize more people being there, and she said she would 
send me Frank Fiorelli (phonetic,) who was a direct junior 
and who had control over who worked where. He didn't come, 
but he sent me his assistant, which is Gabby Sanchez ~ who 
was Gabby Sanchez at the time, and she came to my office, 
and together we put together the list of people that she 
organized, and then she gathered up their — the girls and 
they came to my office, and I had them read some of these 
scriptures so they understood what they were dealing with so 
they would not be 

Q. Had who read them? 

A. Those girls that were going to be with Lisa. 

Q. So you told everybody you dealt with that she was 
type three with the possible exception of Ms. Cook? 

A. I'm sorry? 

Q. You told all the caretakers she was a type three? 

A. Yes. 

Q. All the caretakers knew she was a type three? 

A. That's right. 

Q. You didn't tell them not to tell their bosses? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. Did you ever tell Debra Cook that she was a 
type three? 
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A. Maybe later I used that term. 

Q. Maybe or you're not sure, or did you intentionally 
try to. mislead her? 

. A. To be honest, I was — I was — I didn't feel — 

Q. Certainly, let's be honest. 

A. I didn't think I was in a very good position to be 
more explicit than less, let's say. 

Q. Well, my question is did you lie to her about 
Lisa's situation on the occasions that you talked to her? 

A. No. I may have limited it a little bit, minimized 
it, but not after the 24th, 25th. 

Q. Okay. After the 24th, 25th, did she know Lisa was 
a type three and was in a psychotic break? 

A. I think I mentioned that. I'm not sure that I 
said type three, but certainly in need of a introspection 
run-down, needing to be with people, this type of thing. 

Q. Okay. And an introspection run-down is done on? 

A. People who are psychotic. 

Q. Okay. So — 

A. Whether in a psychotic break or — 

Q. Was it clear that your higher-ups at Flag were 
aware that you were keeping a psychotic person there for the 
purpose of doing an introspection run-down? 

A. To — higher-ups, no. Debbie Cook knew somewhat 
of the situation. 
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X Q. Okay. Well, who's higher than Debbie? 

2 A. Nobody is higher than Debbie. 

3 Q. Okay. 

4 A. But you said higher-ups, and there are a lot of 

5 people in between. 

6 Q. Okay. 

7 A. I did not talk to many people. 

8 Q. Well A.J. Sprecher you talked to? 

9 A. Right. 

10 Q. What's her position? 

11 A. She was the director of personnel enhancement. 

12 She was not one of my seniors or anything like that, nor very 

13 higher up. 

14 Q. Okay. Well, did she manage a bunch of 

15 departments? 

16 A. No. She managed just one department which — 

17 where is the staff training, the staff processing and 

18 medical liaison office. 

19 Q. And how many people would be involved in that that 

20 she supervised?

"If you need some help with this, let me know," and then 
when I did call her I said, "Yes, I do need some help now. 

I need to gather up more people because she's more over 
restimulated, she's in a worse state," and she said, "Okay. 
I'll send you Frank Fiorelli." 

Q. You just told her she was restimulated, you didn't 
tell her she was psychotic? 

A. I don't know what I said precisely, but already, 
when you say over restimulated, it implies, okay, the person 
is going in that direction of getting PTS type three 
psychotic level, and I said — I mentioned an introspection 
run-down, I'm pretty sure, which then she would know for 
sure this is what happened. 

Q. Okay. So you don't recall the specific language 
you used, but it would have been communicated to her that 
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she knew — 

A. Yes. 

Q. She may not have known all the gory details — 

. A. Right. 

Q. — but she knew that you had a person that was 

simply psychotic — 

A. Right. 

Q. — that was being cared for and she was assigning 
people to help you do that? 

A. Right. 

Q. And is there anybody above her there that needed 
to know that? 

A. No. The one area that she would definitely 
know — two areas that she would know for sure would be OSA, 
Office of Special Affair, and security. These just would 
have to know because of what we do with the church. 

Q. Didn't you talk to Mr. Kellerhals yourself? 

A. Yes. So PK, Paul Kellerhals, knew about that, so 
did Arthur, and — 

Q. Who's in the Office of Special Affairs? 

A. Brian, Umberto, Annie Mora. It's a small office, 
five or six people, and I don't even know that every one of 
them knew, because some of them deal with other things such 
as public relations and such where they wouldn't need to 
know this type of thing. 
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Q. Did Ms. Cook say anything to you about look, this

A. (Shaking head.)

q. so she acquiesced in it even though she would have 


5 

probably known, as you did — do you think she would be 


6 

familiar with that policy?

A. I believe so.

Q. So even though she would have realized, based upon

what you told her, that that was a violation, she didn't say 


10 

cut it out, what are you doing, get her out of here, do 


11 

something else? She didn't stop you or do anything to 


12 

prevent it? 


13 

A. No. And technically she wouldn't even be — she 


14 

couldn't really do that either. 


15 

Q. Okay. Well, who could? 


16 

A. It definitely was my call, unfortunately. 


17 

Q. So you're the highest person in the organization 


18 

that has control over it? 


19 

A. Well, I considered that was a technical matter and 


20 

there was no doubt in my mind that I — I had to do what I 


21 

was doing, right or wrong. 


22 

As I told you earlier, I didn't want her to stay 


23 

where she was at the hospital and undergo psychiatric 


24 

brutality. That was my whole motivation, and, you know, I 


25 

did have some — I knew her, too, and it was pretty shocking 
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that — after she had done so very well that she could have 
gone down again that way. 

Q. Did you do a folder error summary? 

. A. Yes. 

Q. Did you destroy it? 

A. No. 

Q. Is it still in the file, as far as you know? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Okay. Did you find anything to indicate that 
there were errors in past auditing that caused Lisa's 
trouble? 

A. No, but that — there is one thing I saw that 
was — 

MR. TITUS: Is this part of the PC folder? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, part of the PC folder. 

MR. TITUS: Is this privileged? 

MR. CROW: I haven't asked him what it was. 

I just asked him if there was something there they found, so 
I don't think that's privileged. I don't — understand, I 
don't think it's privileged anyway. I know it's — I 
understand it's been ordered in the civil suit. 

THE WITNESS: The proper answer is that 
nothing in auditing makes people crazy, and that's the truth 
of the matter. Auditing helps people. 

The fact that she — the reason why she went the

1 way she did, I don't know. I don't know that anyone knows. 

2 It would have to be in her past and — 

3 Q.. Okay. 

4 .A. — auditing is not what created that. 

5 Q. Why is a folder error summary done? 

6 A. Because occasionally there is an error that needs 

7 to be corrected. 

8 Q. Did you determine if there were or were not errors 

9 that needed correction? 

10 A. I determined that there was an error that had been 

11 made earlier, yes. 

12 Q. Was it an error that you made? 

13 A. It was an error that I made, yes. 

14 Q. But you don't know if that had any — any effect 

15 on Lisa's condition? 

16 A. This is not why she was psychotic again. 

17 Q. That's what you were looking for, but the error 

18 that you found didn't have anything to do with the psychotic 

19 break in your opinion? 

20 A. No, I'm not saying that. 

21 Q. Okay. 

22 A. I'm saying that a person is not in a psychotic 

23 break because of whatever was done in Scientology, including 

24 any counseling. This is not what occurs, this is not why 

25 it's being done, and it cannot do that. It never did, never 
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will. 

A person's condition is based on what happened to 
them earlier, what they did, what was done to them and so on, 
and that is the truth of the matter. 

Now, a person not recovering may be done — may be 
due to some error having been done, something that wasn't 
applied, some bulletin that was not followed exactly, like 
in this case. Obviously, X just told you that I was the one 
who took that wrong decision, but I did not make her crazy. 
The technology — the spiritual counseling did not make her 
crazy. 

Q. I think we're talking semantics. The technology 
used over the summer failed to cure the problem because it 
wasn't done correctly; is that — did you make a 
determination that that occurred or didn't occur? 

A. Well, the fact of the matter is that that auditing 
got her to a state where she was completely herself again. 
Following that is, I think, where the error occurred. 

Q. Okay. 

A. But I can't tell you more about that without 
talking more about her case. 

Q. And you're refusing to answer because you feel 
it's privileged information? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I'm going to go ahead and ask you that so that 
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I've asked the question. I understand that you're going to 
invoke a privilege, so we do not necessarily agree as to the 
legalities of it, but what did you determine, based upon 
that, the error was? 

A. Well, okay. I think I can answer in general terms 
without talking specifically about her. 

Q. Well, I'm asking you specifically about her. 

MR. TITUS: Yeah, I think he is. 

THE WITNESS: So I can't answer. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. I don't know if you can or not, but you're 
refusing to answer — 

A. Yeah. I think I — 

Q. — based on a privilege? 

A. Yes. It would be a privilege. 

Q. Does it concern communications — whatever you 
discovered in the file, does it concern something she said 
to an auditor or something an auditor said back to her? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. Well, then I'm going to ask you again to 
tell me what it is, because I don't see how that would be 
privileged communication, and I don't know if you want to 
make an objection or not, but it seems like, to me, that 
we're not in the area of the statute. 

MR. TITUS: Well, I think, unfortunately, the 
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interpretation that we have of the PC folder is that 
anything in the PC folder, any communication between the 
so-called priest and penitent in that context — 

MR. CROW: I understand the communications 
would be, but he's clearly said it's not a communication, 
and I don't think, just because there's some — something 
else that occurs, that would bring it into the statute. If 
you want to take that position, you know, that's your 
position, but I don't analytically see how that fits, but 
you can still take it. 

MR. TITUS: I think any analysis that was 
made or any determination that was made based upon the 
information provided by the — the parishioner would be in 
the nature of spiritual counseling — 

MR. CROW: Okay. I did not understand him to 
say that it was based upon — 

THE WITNESS: I just want to tell you. I can 
tell you in general terms, and I hope this will help you 
understand, because it did for me, and the — in some way, 
not all the suppressive persons in her past were found and 
handled, and that is the exact technical data, because if it 
had been, then she would not have relapsed. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. There are a couple of prescriptions we were 
aware of and we have some testimony indicating a third 
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prescription issued by Dr. Minkoff. 

How many prescriptions are you aware of that were 
given for or on behalf of Lisa by Dr. Minkoff or anyone else 
at the time she was at the Fort Harrison in November and 
December of 1995? 

A. I'm aware of the Valium that was not given. 

Q. What happened to that? 

A. The prescription? 

Q. Yeah. Somebody flush it down the toilet? 

A. I have no idea. 

MR. TITUS: You mean the actual drug? He 
thought you meant the prescription. 

THE WITNESS: Oh, I don't know. I don't know 
what occurred with the actual pills or whatever. 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. Okay. Did you ever see the — 

A. No. 

Q. Actually, it was intramuscular, it was an 
injection I believe. 

A. No, I did not see anything. 

Q. Okay. What else? 

A. And I'm aware of the chloral hydrate. I think 
that's all that was actual prescription. 

Q. Okay. And how are you aware of those 
prescriptions? 
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1 A. Well, the first one, as I told you earlier, I 

2 think I called David, and then I had — David Minkoff. Then 

3 I had David Houghton possibly deal with getting the actual 

4 prescription. 

5 Q. Was Janice a party to that conversation? 

6 A. I'm not sure, but I don't think so. I know it's 

7 him just because I remember clearly that he — and I met him 

8 in the garage, and I — you know, I asked him what you — 

9 "Did you get the sleeping pills or whatever," and he said, 

10 "Yeah, I've got a prescription but I don't have any money 

11 yet. I'm — I need to find money," so then I gave him some 

12 money, so that's how I remember the incident, that it was 

13 him, and the second one I don't know exactly how it occurred 

14 except — I don't actually remember. 

15 Q. I'm a little confused. You said you talked to 

16 Minkoff about the prescription but you didn't realize it was 

17 Valium. How could that happen — 

18 A. Well — 

19 Q. — if you're the one that talked to him about it? 

20 A. Well, see, I don't know that I said exactly what I 

21 had in mind. I think I mentioned to him I want some 

22 sleeping pills, and I remember something else, but I don't 

23 know if I knew — if I remembered that or just I read it 

24 recently, but I'll tell you — 

25 Q. That's the problem with — 
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1 A. Yes. 


2 Q. — letting you read everybody else's testimony. 

3 A. Okay. It seems like we couldn't find chloral 

4 hydrate to start with, that this — we had decided on that 

5 but that he couldn't find some. 

6 Q. Now, is this from something you read recently or 

7 is this your recollection? 
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A. I don't know. 

Q. You can't separate the two anymore? 

A. Well, on that point I can't. 

Q. Okay. 

A. So I'm being sincere on this. I don't know, 
because you're right. If he said to me on the phone Valium, 
I would have said no right away, so I think they changed 
their mind once they couldn't find the other — 

Q. So you don't have a clear recollection of the 
conversation? 

A. No. 

Q. And you're having difficulty separating whatever 
recollection you have with what you've read of other 
witness' testimony concerning this? 

A. That's true, but once again, if he had said Valium 
is good, I would have said no, I don't want Valium. 

Q. But do you recall reading the summary of David 
Houghton's testimony when he said it was he and Janice that

1 Q. Okay. And from your conversations — i assume you 

2 asked how she's doing since you're not going there. Are you 

3 telling Janice what you're reading in the reports or is she 

4 telling you information? 

5 A. No, she was telling me. 

6 Q. Was Janice privy to the reports? 

7 A. No. 

8 Q. Is there some reason you did not show her the 

9 reports? 

10 A. No. She could have read them. 

11 Q. Okay. 

12 A. She may even have read them. I don't know, but — 

13 Q. Was she allowed to look at a PC folder? 

14 A. Yeah, she could have, especially — I'm not even 

15 certain that they were in the PC folder all the time, you 

16 see. I had the PC folder and then I had another little file

19 Q. So during the 18-day period you didn't file any of 

20 the caretaker notes? 

21 A. No, I did, but I don't recall which one I filed

25 notes in the PC folder? 
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A. I put everything in the PC folder. 

Q. You personally did that, from your little file 
into the PC folder? 

. A. Yeah. That's the very thing that I did just after 
Arthur called me to tell me that she died, and then I left 
the folder there and I went to OSA. 

Q. Did Janice seem knowledgeable on Lisa's day-to-day 
condition? 

A. (Nodding head.) 

Q. Was Janice talking to the caretakers? 

A. I imagine so. X couldn't tell you for sure, but I 
imagine so, that she would. 

Q. What did Janice tell you on a daily basis as to 
Lisa's condition, getting better, getting worse? What 
information were you getting? 

A. Actually, both those terms. Looks better, 
looks — you know, she still is not sleeping, oh, she slept 
four hours, five hours, that's better, or this type of data. 

Q. What about eating and drinking? 

A. Same. 

Q. What do you mean same? 

A. Meaning she has eaten a little more, she doesn't 
seem to have eaten, she's not drinking, she's drinking. 

Q. Okay. How — what kind of information did you 
need to determine that she had eaten enough that she could 
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be audited or slept enough that she could get audited? 

A. Well, I wanted her to sleep seven, eight hours, 
and eating meant some good meal and some vitamins. 

. Q. Were there occasions where she slept seven or 
eight hours? 

A. It happened once or twice in the beginning. 
Actually, the day when it did occur is when — which was a 
Saturday, even after the beginning, this is when Ruthie, I 
think,went down to see her, so she — I know she slept 
enough that day or that wouldn't have occurred. 

Q. How do you audit a psychotic person that's 
unresponsive to questions? 

A. Okay. Would it be all right if I described one 
that I did, because that's how it does work, exactly as 
written. 

This is the introspection run-down. What was done 
was an auditor went into the room, sat the person down and 
corrected the last severe point of wrong indication, so I 
should take some example. 

Q. Well, that didn't make a whole lot of sense to me. 
I'm sure you understand it, but — 

A. Yes. Okay. A person gets into a state where they 
are completely introverted because they have been told 
things, sometimes repeatedly, sometimes even in violent ways 
such as a father beating you up or someone raping you or 
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whatever, such things which then enter into their reactive 
mind, and when there is too much of that occurring in a 
person's life, then the person will go in such a state where 
it's just too much. The being just disconnects, so to 
speak, and the mental image pictures take over to the point 
where they feel they have demons around them and such 
things, and when you actually tell someone on the 5th of 
June of last year you were told blah, blah, blah, blah, 
blah, for some reason it destimulates those mental image 
pictures. It slowly but surely gets the person back in 
control, back in the environment. 

Q. So they don't have to answer questions? 

A. No, not at first. At first all that is said and 

done is that. The person is given those sentences, this is 
what occurred, and that's why it's very important to study 
what occurred to the person beforehand that provoked them. 
These are all — you know, when you read this, you will see 
that those are very specific instructions on what to do, and 
they're tailor-made for the person based on a study of what 
occurred to the person in the days prior to the psychotic 
break. 

Then there are many more actions that are done 
where, yes, the person is better and better, answering more 
and more questions, and then it becomes very precise until 
every and all reasons why this would occur are handled, and 
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it does work. It has been done successfully and it has 
helped. 

MR. CROW: I think we need to make copies of 
the. documents that you brought. 

THE WITNESS: You can have the whole thing. 

MR. CROW: I think your attorney doesn't want 
us to take his only copies. I'm not sure. 

(Whereupon, a break was taken.) 

BY MR. CROW: 

Q. What is it that you want to say? 

A. I want to say that throughout — throughout what 
occurred — and I know the result was horrible, and I know 
this is a real bad thing that occurred, and I — I'm really 
sorry about it, but throughout, my whole intention was to 
help this person, and the people who were put in her care 
also had only just the intention to help this person, and I 
wanted you to know that this was the only thing we were 
trying to do. 

Q. Okay. Anything else? I mean, I've asked a lot of 
questions. We've been here over five hours now. You've 
mentioned one thing that you wanted to bring up yourself. I 
don't — if you think there's something really significant 
we need to know that I haven't asked you, now's your time to 
let me know that, even if I haven't asked a specific 
question. You don't have to, but — 
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1 A. No. 

2 Q. — I want to give you the opportunity if you think 

3 there's something that I haven't exhausted your knowledge on 

4 or that I haven't asked you about that you feel is pertinent 

5 to whatever decision we're going to need to make in these 

6 investigations, and I'll give you the opportunity to say 

7 that. 

8 A. Well, yes. I — I feel that — I know what went 

9 wrong, why it went wrong and that it could never occur 

10 again, not just because I would ever be in charge of such 

11 things, I don't know that this will occur, but because it 

12 just wouldn't. It wouldn't — it would not be handled in 

13 the same way such as it would occur again. 

14 The only other thing I want to say is that this 

15 process, this — that is called the introspection run-down 

16 does work and that I have helped several people like this as 

17 a minister and as a case supervisor to the point where 

18 they're leading completely normal lives, so I just wanted to 

19 add that. 

20 HR. CROW: Okay. Are we done? 

21 There's always a possibility we may think of 

22 something important and subpoena you back in, but I think 

23 we've — for the afternoon we've exhausted the matters that 

24 we wanted to go into, okay?
